TREASURY  DECISIONS,  CORRESPONDENCE  AND  STATEMENTS.

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Audit  Office,  Ottawa,  Dec*  15,  1887. 

Sir,— You  will  perhaps  remember  that  in  1880  there  was  a  difficulty  in  carrying 
out  section  36  of  the  Audit  Act. 

I  have  always  understood  that  section  to  mean  that  an  appropriation  account 
could  be  kept  open  for  any  time  fixed  by  Council,  up  to  three  months,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  charging  against  a  vote'  all  services  or  supplies  for  which  the  vote  was 
taken  ;  that  is,  those  rendered  before  the  30th  of  June. 

On  page  XIII  of  the  report  for  1879  I  said :  “  The  bringing  down  of  the  balances 
“  of  the  appropriation  for  three  months,  if  it  is  supposed  to  lengthen  the  financial 
“  year  to  fifteen  months  (and  the  words  of  the  statute  appear  to  bear  that  construc- 
“  tion  alone),  renders  it  impossible  to  have  the  accounts  prepared  for  the  subsequent 
“  session.” 

This  was  taken  up  by  the  Sub-Committee  on  Public  Accounts,  as  follows: — 
"  It  ”  (i.e.  carrying  the  balances  of  votes  into  the  next  fiscal  year)  “does  not  seem  to 
“  be  in  accordance  with  the  proviso,  which  points  rather  to  the  account  of  the  appro- 
“  priation  being  kept  open,  and  closed  only  after  the  expenditure,  thus  coming 
“  when  closed  into  the  account  of  the  expired  year.  It  is  expedient  to  amend  the 
“  law  so  as  to  provide  that  such  expenditure  should  be  treated  as  a  revote  available 
“  for  the  limited  time  mentioned.”  (Votes  and  Proceedings,  1880,  page  276). 

In  view  of  the  imperfect  communication  at  that  time  with  the  North-West 
Territories  and  British  Columbia,  the  small  staff  of  this  office  and  the  earlier  average 
date  of  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  this  recognition  by  the  Public  Accounts  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  only  method  at  that  time  practicable  was  accepted  as  authority, 
although  the  Act  was  not  changed  as  suggested. 

The  balance  of  a  vote  for  services  between  July  and  June  is  now  used  to  pay 
services  rendered  in  the  next  July,  August  and  September — a  period  outside  of  that 
for  whioh  the  money  was  voted. 

Section  36  of  the  Audit  Act  has  been  re-onacted  without  change,  as  Sec.  37  of 
the  Consolidated  .Revenue  and  Audit  Act,  and  must,  as  I  am  informed,  be  construed 
independently  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee's  Report. 

Any  part  of  the  Dominion  can  now  be  reached  in  a  few  days :  the  staff  of  this 
Office  has  increased  in  number  and  experience :  and  the  practice  of  carrying  forward 
the  unexpended  balances  of  votes  has  become  so  universal  that  the  Appropriation 
Accounts  are  too  complicated  to  be  understood  by  any  but  an  expert. 

It  will  now,  I  see,  be  possible  to  revert  to  the  wording  of  the  Audit  Act,  and 
charge  against  any  vote  (taken  for  the  fiscal  year  of  12  months)  only  the  services 
rendered  in  the  twelve  months— closing  the  payments  June  30,  except  for  votes 
on  which  Council  prolongs  the  date  for  any  time  up  to  three  months.  The  most  of 
the  arrears  would  naturally  come  in  July,  and  it  would  seldom  be  necessary  to  extend 
the  time  beyond  July  31. 

This  will  increase  somewhat  the  expenditure  for  1887  88  in  those  accounts  for 
which  Council  extends  the  time,  but  for  subsequent  years  the  differences  at  the  be- 
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ginning  and  end  of  each  year  will  be  about  equal.  For  the  purpose  of  comparison 
with  1886-87,  I  can  publish  in  the  Accounts  of  1887-88  a  statement  showing  the 
amounts  paid  after  June  30,  by  services. 

I  write  at  this  date  to  enable  the  Departments  to  frame  their  Estimates  for 
1888-89  without  relying  on  the  balances  of  1887-88. 

In  conclusion  :  The  handling  of  a  whole  fiscal  year,  ending  September  30, 
would  be  preferable  to  the  present  complication  of  “  Balances  carried  forward.”

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  statement  of  payments  in  February  and 
March  to  extra  messengers  who  have  not  passed  the  preliminary  examination. 

You  are  aware  that  extra  clerks  are  obliged  by  the  Civil  Service  Act  to  pass  the 
same  qualifying  examination  that  permanent  employees  are  compelled  to  undergo. 
The  Civil  Service  Act  makes  no  allusion  to  extra  messengers,  and  there  is,  therefore, 
no  restriction  as  to  their  employment.  A  permanent  messenger  can  be  added  to  the 
staff  of  a  Department  only  after  he  has  passed  the  preliminary  examination, 

I  have  thought  it  well  to  let  the  Board  know  to  what  extent  temporary  mes¬ 
sengers  who  have  not  passed  the  preliminary  examination  are  employed  by  the 
various  Departments,  as  the  Government,  with  its  attention  drawn  to  the  facts, 
might  deem  it  advisable  to  place  the  same  restriction  on  the  employment  of 
temporary  messengers  as  exists  with  reference  to  the  employment  of  permanent 
messengers.

Sir, — I  beg  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Treasury  Board  to  Clause  31  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  Nov.  11,  1870,  regarding  superannuation,  and  to  point  out 
that  sec.  3,  sub-sec.  ( a )  cap.  18  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  prevents  the  allowing 
of  a  year  in  calculating  the  superannuation  allowance,  for  any  less  period  than  a 
year.  The  custom  has  been  under  authority  of  the  Order  iu  Council  referred  to, 
to  count  any  period  over  six  months  as  a  year.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  civil  servants  who  travel  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  are  in  the  habit  of  charging  Pullmans  and  Pullman  porterage  in  addition  to 
the  ordinary  railway  fares  and  the  per  diem  living  allowance  of  $3.50. 

If  the  Pullmans  are  allowed,  the  person  who  travels  much  by  rail  is  more  liber¬ 
ally  treated  than  the  one  who  does  not,  as  he  is  freed  from  the  expenses  of  a  hotel 
room ;  and  if  Pullmans  are  not  allowed  the  case  is  reversed,  as  the  charge  for 
occupying  a  Pullman  during  twenty-four  hours  is  more  than  the  charge  for  a  hotel 
room  during  the  same  time. 

It  would  be  convenient  if  this  matter  were  disposed  of  soon,  as  there  are  several 
accounts  which  cannot  be  adjusted  until  the  point  is  settled.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  11th 
inst.,  asking  for  any  suggestions  I  may  have  to  make  towards  regulating  the  charges 
for  Pullmans  and  Pullman  porterage. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say  that  under  the  circumstances  I  find  it  rather  difficult  to 
make  a  feasible  suggestion.  As  the  matter  stands,  by  granting  a  fixed  allowance, 
sometimes  the  Government  is  the  gainer,  and  at  other  times,  and  indeed  most 
frequently,  the  public  officer  travelling  is  the  gainer,  unless  he  be  stopping  in  one  of 
the  larger  cities.  Were  the  starting  point  in  this  matter  not  a  fixed  allowance,  I 
would  suggest  only  the  payment  of  actual  travelling  expenses.  As,  however,  we  are 
dealing  with  the  granting  of  a  fixed  allowance  for  expenses,  I  would  suggest  that 
when  a  Pullman  is  used  a  reduction  be  made  from  the  daily  allowance  equal  to  the 
average  charge  for  a  night’s  accommodation  at  a  hotel,  say  75  cents  or  a  dollar.

Sir, — On  the  authority  of  an  Order  in  Council  of  Oct.  7,  1884,  amending  an 
Order  in  Council  of  June  30,  1884,  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Indian  Trust  Fund,  for  the  Mississaguas  of  the  Credit,  the  amount  of 
$68,672.01,  being  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  certain  lands,  with  interest  thereon,  to 
Dec.  31,  1883,  which  amount  was  to  be  included  in  the  settlement  between  the 
Treasurers  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

As  at  the  settlement  referred  to  the  item  in  question  was  repudiated  by  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Treasurer,  no  transfer  was  made  in  the  books,  either  of  this  offioe  or  of  the 
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Finance  Department,  although  the  Indian  Department  has  placed  it  to  the  credit  of 
the  Indian  Fund,  and  has  allowed  interest  on  it  from  July  1,  1884. 

As  no  transfer  can  be  made  until  a  final  settlement  of  this  matter  is  arrived  at 
between  the  Dominion  and  the  Province,  I  would  suggest  that  in  order  to  obviate 
any  differences  between  the  books  of  the  several  Departments,  the  Order  in  Council 
referred  to  be  rescinded,  and  that  the  transfer  be  only  sanctioned  after  the  final  set¬ 
tlement. 

The  difference  between  the  books  of  the  Indian  Department  and  those  of  this 
office  and  of  the  Finance  Department,  amounted  on  June  30  last  to  $74,275.63 
which  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

a.  This  saving  to  the  public  has  been  occasioned  by  the  strict  economy  which,  under  His  Excel¬ 
lency’s  directions,  has  been  practised  during  the  past  fiscal  year  in  this  office,  and  by  reducing  as  far 
as  possible  all  items  of  expenditure  within  His  Excellency’s  control. — (H.  jStreatfeild  ) 

d.  The  grant  proved  insufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Department,  although  the  strictest 
economy  was  uniformly  exercised. — (C.  Eug.  Panet.  ) 

e.  Although  due  economy  was  practised,  it  was  found  impossible  to  keep  the  expenditure  within 
the  grant,  particularly  as  the  continuation  of  work  in  connection  with  the  Electoral  Franchise  Act 
rendered  the  continued  employment  of  special  extra  clerks  indispensable. — (G.  Powell.) 

/.  The  Queen’s  Printer’s  Office  was  divided  from  the  Department  of  State  during  the  Session 
of  1886.  In  the  estimates  for  1886-87,  passed  that  Session,  no  separate  vote  was  taken,  but  a  common 
vote  for  the  two  Departments.  Of  this,  $1,000  was  formally  transferred  to  this  Department.  The 
remaining  $4,460.79  was  (through  inadvertence  or  otherwise)  paid  out  upon  my  cheques,  as  being 
entitled  to  draw  against  the  vote  for  the  Secretary  of  State’s  Department. — (B.  Chamberlin.) 

g.  Postage,  telegrams,  stationery,  printing  and  lithographing  make  together  a  total  of  $17,105  39, 
or  within  $894-61  of  the  whole  vote.  These  acoounts  have  all  oeen  abnormally  increased  during  the 
past  two  years,  through  the  extraordinary  demands  made  upon  the  Department  under  the  several 
heads  mentioned,  in  consequence  of  the  issue  of  North-West  half-breed  scrip  and  of  military  bounty- 
land  warrants  and  scrip.  The  expenditure  on  account  of  the  last  mentioned  item  is  now  practically 
at  an  end,  and  I  expect  that  the  close  of  the  present  year  will  place  the  other  in  the  same  position. —

Sir, — Youcher  1280  is  for  $112.50  to  recoup  Mr.  Dick  for  deductions  from 
accounts  from  June  to  October,  1886.  What  are  the  deductions  for  which  he  is  thus 
recouped?  Youcher  711 — A.  McDonald,  Mississaguas,  for  work  rendered  necessary 
by  contractor,  Mr.  Askwith,  not  completing  his  contract  satisfactorily.  Mr.  Ander¬ 
son  states  on  the  voucher  that  this  sum  ($51.65)  should  be  deducted  from  amount 
due  Mr.  Askwith.  Has  his  recommendation  been  carried  into  e fleet  ?  Youcher 
1443 — G.  Wilson  is  allowed  $1,200  for  losses  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  in  en¬ 
deavoring  to  carry  out  his  contract  at  Colchester  Reef.  The  authority  under  which 
this  payment  was  made  should  be  forwarded  to  me.  Youohers  828  to  835  and  11 
others  are  for  50  per  cent,  of  claim  against  John  Waddell,  North  Channel  Lights. 
It  is  important  that  I  should  be  in  possession  of  the  causes  which  rendered  these  pay¬ 
ments  necessary,  and  also  the  authority  under  which  they  were  made  Voucher 
3 — Dominion  steamers,  is  for  an  allowance  of  3  months’  salary  to  L.  Bolduc  “  to 
cover  any  loss  sustained  owing  to  delay  in  securing  employment  on  the  occasion  of 
his  dismissal  from  ‘  La  Canadienne.’  ”  The  authority  for  this  payment  should  be  for¬ 
warded  to  me.  Youcher  92 — British  Columbia.  Steamboat  inspection,  is  for  $100 
paid  W.  A.  Bussell  by  order  of  the  Department — Please  inform  me  why  this  grant 
was  made  and  on  what  authority  ?

Sir, — The  sum  of  $112.50  paid  Mr.  Dick  for  deductions  from  account  was  autho¬ 
rized  subsequently  by  the  Minister.  The  allowance  of  $1,200  to  George  Wilson  on 
account  of  contract  at  Colchester  Beef,  was  made  under  the  authority  of  an  Order  in 
Council  of  the  27th  January  last.  Vouchers  828  to  835,  claim  against  John  Wad¬ 
dell.  These  payments  were  made  on  the  authority  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries,  to  meet  claims  against  Mr.  Waddell,  who  entered  into  a  contract  to  build 
certain  lighthouses  on  the  North  Channel  and  failed  to  complete  the  work.  The  con¬ 
tract  was  fer  $9,033  and  Mr.  Waddell  received  $6,700  on  account.  Youcher  3,  $175. 
This  payment  was  made  to  Mr.  Bolduc  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries  to  cover  a  loss  sustained  on  the  occasion  of  his  dismissal  from  the  Dom¬ 
inion  steamship  “La  Canadienne.”  Capt.  Bolduc  was  sailing  master  of  the  vessel 
referred  to  at  the  time  she  ran  into  the  brig  “  Alliance  ”  at  Gaspe  Harbor,  and  his 
services  were  dispensed  with  as  ho  was  considered  at  fault  in  the  matter,  but  it  was 
subsequently  considered  advisable  to  allow  him  3  months’  salary  to  cover  loss  sus¬ 
tained  in  securing  employment.

Sir, — Voucher  1443—1  would  point  out  to  you  that  this  voucher  furnished  by 
Mr.  Wilson  does  not  bear  the  certificate  required  by  section  33  of  the  Audit  Act.  I 
presume  Mr.  Wilson  was  paid  for  work  performed,  and  it  is  necessary  that  I  should 
be  in  possession  of  the  official  certificate  upon  which  the  amount  ($1,200)  authorized 
by  the  Order  in  Council  quoted  in  your  letter,  is  based. 

Eespecting  the  payments  made  on  account  of  claims  against  John  Waddell. 
Evidence  should  be  given  showing  that  the  sum  paid  is  not  more  than  what  he  was- 
entitled  to  for  the  work  done  in  proportion  to  the  contract  price  for  the  whole. 

In  reference  to  your  letter  of  17th  inst.,  respecting  Voucher  711,  it  appears 
somewhat  irregular  that  Mr.  Askwith  should  have  received  the  full  amount  of  his 
contract  before  the  work  performed  by  him  had  been  inspected  and  certified  by  a 
proper  official. 

As  to  the  payment  of  $100  to  W.  A.  Bussell,  I  beg  to  point  out  to  you  that 
under  an  Order  in  Council  of  Sept.  8,  1871  no  such  allowances  may  be  granted  ex¬ 
cept  on  a  recommendation  from  the  Treasury  Board.

Sir, — Voucher  1443.  In  regard  to  the  payment  made  Mr.  Wilson,  I  beg  to  in¬ 
form  you  that  Mr.  Wilson  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  .Department  to  build  a 
pier  and  lighthouse  on  Colchester  Beef,  Lake  Erie,  and  had  made  considerable  pro¬ 
gress  with  the  work  when  a  very  severe  storm  occurred  which  completely  destroyed 
all  the  work  done.  He  declined  to  proceed  further  and  rebuild,  but  on  his  representa¬ 
tion  to  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  subsequently  to  the  Minister  of 
Customs,  who  was  acting  for  the  Minister  of  Marine,  they  decided  that  some 
recompense  should  be  made  for  the  losses  sustained,  as  Mr.  Wilson  satisfied  them  he 
had  lost  a  large  amount  of  money  in  endeavoring  to  carry  out  his  contract. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  an  Order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  might  possibly  be 
considered  a  sufficient  certificate.  At  all  events  I  am  not  aware  how  any  other  cer¬ 
tificate  could  be  given  under  the  circumstances.  With  reference  to  payments  made  on 
account  of  claims  against  John  Waddell.  I  may  observe  that  the  difficulty  in  this/ 
case  has  arisen  from  the  fact  that  Mr.  Waddell  took  the  contract  at  too  low  a  price 
and  had  not  the  means  to  carry  it  out.  The  Department  was  obliged  to  proceed  and 
finish  the  wrork  itself,  and  it  was  decided  by  the  Minister  of  Marine  to  a' low  pay¬ 
ments  at  therate  of  50  per  cent,  on  certain  claims  for  labor  and  material  made  against 
Mr.  Waddell.  Mr.  Dawson,  M.P.,  having  represented  to  the  Department  that  the 
men  who  supplied  this  labor  and  material  were  suffering  great  hardships  for  want  of 
their  pay. 

Voucher  No.  711.  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  sum  of  $150  was  retained  from 
Mr.  Askwitli’s  account,  and  Mr.  McDonald  was  instructed  on  the  20th  Sept.,  1884, 
to  have  the  work  made  right  and  to  state  the  cost  for  so  doing.  Mr.  Askwith  pres¬ 
sing  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  retained  and  no  word  having  been  received 
from  Mr.  McDonald  up  to  the  J2th  May,  1885,  the  sum  of  $20  was  deducted  from 
the  account  and  the  balance  paid  to  Mr.  Askwith.  When  the  account  from  Mr. 
McDonald  came  in  some  months  later  it  was  found  that  he  had  expended  $51.55  in 
the  repairs,  so  that  the  amount  to  be  relunded  by  Mr.  Askwith  is  $31.55. 

With  reference  to  the  payment  of  $100  to  Mr.  W  A.  Bussell,  I  beg  to  remark 
that  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  decided  to  make  this  allowance,  as  a 
similar  allowance  had  been  made  in  a  previous  case.

I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  collect  for  reference  several  Orders  in  Council 
Telating  to  economy  in  public  expenditure,  which  are  frequently  quoted  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  pages.

Powers  of  Attorney. 

Mules  prescribed  by  the  Treasury  Board ,  under  sanction  of  the  Governor  General  in 

Council ,  in  reference  to  the  mode  of  Acquittal  of  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  money 

by  the  Government  of  Canada. 

1 .  No  officer  in  the  Civil  Service  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be  permitted 
to  act  as  attorney  for  the  receipt  of  public  moneys. 

2.  No  power  of  attorney  will  be  recognized,  received  or  acted  upon  by  the 
Receiver  General  which  is  not  printed,  and  of  the  form  to  be  obtained  from  the  office 
of  the  Receiver  General,  under  which  only  payment  can  be  made,  and  such  power 
will  operate  as  to  any  sum  of  money  due  only  by  the  Government  at  the  date  of  the 
power  of  attorney . 

3.  No  powers  of  attorney  will  be  received  by  the  Government  for  the  payments 
of  moneys  on  warrants  which  partake  of  the  character  of  an  assignment  of  the 
moneys  to  another  party  or  purport  to  be  irrevocable  or  are  in  “  any  respects 
qualified .” 

4.  General  powers  of  attorney,  authorizing  the  receipt  of  money  due,  or  which 
may  become  due  after  its  date,  by  which  any  chartered  bank  or  agent  of  a  chartered 
bank,  or  any  private  indiyidual,  is  constituted  the  attorney,  will  be  received  and 
acted  upon  if  printed,  and  of  the  special  form  to  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the 
Receiver-General  ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  power  being  to  the  agent  of  a  chartered 
bank,  the  bank  must  declare  itself,  by  a  proper  instruments  writing,  responsible 
for  the  acts  of  such  agent,  in  respect  to  the  receipts  of  moneys  thereunder. 

It  is,  however,  optional  with  the  party  executing  any  power  of  attorney  to  a 
bank  or  agent  of  a  bank  or  any  private  individual,  prior  to  the  execution,  to  erase 
.the  words  “  or  may  hereafter  become  due.” 

5.  All  powers  of  attorney  must  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  a  witness. 

6.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  person  in  whose  behalf  payment  is  claimed,  the 
probate  of  will  or  other  proof  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  receive  the  money, 
must  be  furnished  on  application  for  such  payments. 

Blank  forms  of  powers  of  attorney  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the 
Receiver-General  and  at  all  the  branches  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal.

Accounts  for  Advertising. 

Order  in  Council ,  December  17,  1875. — On  a  memorandum  from  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Mackenzie,  on  the  subject  of  Departmental  advertising,  proposing  a  scheme  for  adop¬ 
tion  as  absolutely  necessary  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  abuses  which  seem  insepar- 
able  from  isolated  action,  and  an  inefficient  audit  by  those  Departmental  officers  who 
may  not  have  the  means  of  ascertaining  facts  necessary  to  an  accurate  correction  of 
advertising  accounts. 
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Mr.  Mackenzie  states  that  if  this  scheme  is  adopted,  he  recommends  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  shall  at  once  communicate  with  each  Department  information  of 
the  mode  of  proceeding  for  the  future. 

The  Committee  advise  that  the  scheme  and  recommendation  submitted  be 
adopted .

Memorandum  referred  to  above. — With  a  view  to  similarity  of  action  by  the  various 
Departments  in  respect  of  orders  and  accounts  for  advertising,  it  is  recommended 
that  all  such  orders  as  are  issued  at  the  Seat  of  Goverment  be  given  through  the 
Queen’s  Printer,  and  that  the  Queen’s  Printer  certify  to  the  accounts  before  payment. 

The  copy  to  be  sent  to  the  Queen’s  Printer,  accompanied  by  Ministerial  direc¬ 
tions,  naming  the  papers  in  which  the  advertisement  is  to  be  published,  specifying 
whether  in  the  daily  or  weekly  issue,  and  the  number  of  insertions  in  each  paper 
respectively. 

On  receipt  of  these  instructions  the  Queen’s  Printer  to  procure  the  printing  by 
the  contractors  of  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  to  enable  him  to  furnish  duplicates  to 
the  papers  indicated.  These  to  be  forwarded  by  him  to  the  publishers,  accompanied 
by  an  intimation  of  the  number  of  lines  to  which  the  advertisement  is  to  be  limited, 
himsolf  establishing  the  space  on  a  proper  estimate  of  the  solid  matter  of  the  notice, 
with  a  moderate  allowance  for  purposes  of  display ;  and  accompanied  also  by  an 
instruction  to  the  publishers  to  render  the  accounts  to  him,  with  a  copy  of  the  order 
attached,  and  with  marked  copies  of  the  papers  in  which  advertisements  are  printed. 

The  Queen’s  Printer  to  ascertain  the  established  tariffs  for  advertising  of  the 
several  papers  on  the  list ;  and  on  receipt  of  the  accounts,  certify  to  the  same  in 
accordance  with  these  rates,  and  to  transmit  the  accounts  for  payment  to  the 
Departments  from  which  the  orders  issued,  having  first  satisfied  himself  that  publi¬ 
cation  has  been  had  as  directed. 

Accounts  for  advertising  required  by  the  outside  services  to  be  also  rendered 
with  the  orders,  and  marked  copies  of  the  publications,  to  the  Queen’s  Printer,  and 
the  advertisements  to  be  by  him  measured,  certified  to,  and  transmitted  for  payment 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  which  obtain  for  advertisements  issued  at  the  Seat  of 

Government. 

The  Queen’s  Printer  to  keep  with  ear,h  paper,  accounts  of  the  advertisements 
directed  to  be  published  in  it,  under  the  different  Departmental  headings,  so  as  at  all 
times  to  show  the  state  of  each  account.

Printing,  not  under  Contract. 

Order  in  Council ,  November  2,  1884. — The  Board  had  under  consideration  a  letter 
from  the  Auditor-General  referring  to  the  discussion  in  the  Public  Accounts  Com¬ 
mittee  respecting  public  printing  done  otherwise  than  by  the  contractors,  and  request¬ 
ing  a  ruling  from  the  Treasury  Board  thereon. 

The  Board,  on  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  recommend  to  Council  that 
whenever  printing  is  done  by  others  than  the  contractors,  the  rates  to  be  charged 
should  be  the  current  rates  for  work  of  the  same  magnitude  at  the  place  where  the 
printing  is  performed.

Stationery  Office. 

Order  in  Council ,  November  17,  1877. — The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under 
consideration  the  items  in  the  Public  Accounts  under  the  head  of  Departmental  Con¬ 
tingencies,  from  which  it  appears  that  considerable  sums  are  expended  by  the  several 
Departments  for  books,  maps  and  stationery,  outside  of  the  Stationery  Branch. 
They  are  of  opinion  that  those  articles  could  be  purchased  more  cheaply  through  the 
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Stationery  Branch  than  by  the  system  now  pursued.  They  therefore  recommend 
that  hereafter  those  articles  be* purchased  through  the  Government  Stationery  Office, 
by  requisition  from  the  Minister  or  Deputy  Minister  of  each  Department,  and  that 
the  Stationery  Office  be  directed  to  procure  the  articles  when  not  kept  in  stock.

Order  in  Council,  October  8,  1880. — On  a  memorandum  dated  October  2,  1880, 
from  the  Secretary  of  State,  stating  that  it  has  been  represented  to  him  that  the 
practice  occasionally  prevails  in  the  Departments  of  ordering  or  purchasing  stationery 
otherwise  than  through  the  Stationery  Office — the  accounts  for  which  (accompanied 
by  the  orders  for  the  same)  are  thereafter  presented  to  tho  Clerk  of  the  Stationery 
Office  for  payment. 

That  as  it  is  impossible  that  the  prices  of  the  articles  thus  ordered  can  be  pro¬ 
perly  checked,  and  as  the  practice  appears  to  him  (the  Minister)  to  be  otherwise 
objectionable,  he  recommends  that  it  be  discontinued,  and  that  it  bo  the  duty  hence¬ 
forth  of  the  clerk  in  charge  of  the  Stationery  Office  to  refuse  to  pay  any  accounts 
for  articles  which  have  not  been  ordered  through  him.

Order  in  Council ,  July  24,  1882.- — The  Board  had  under  consideration  a  letter 
from  the  Auditor-General  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  stationery  at  Victoria, 
B.C.,  for  the  use  of  officers  of  the  Dominion  Government  in  that  Province. 

The  Board  recommend  that  the  Order  in  Council  of  November  17,  1877,  be 
amended,  and  that  power  be  given  to  officers  in  British  Columbia  to  purchase 
stationery  at  Victoria,  and  to  officers  in  other  Piovinces,  excepting  Ontario  and 
Quebec,  to  purchase  mucilage  and  ink,  viz.,  at  St.  John,  Halifax,  Charlottetown  and 
Winnipeg.

Advertising  in  Pamphlets. 

Order  in  Council ,  April  16,  1880. — The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under 
consideration  the  subject  of  advertising  in  pamphlets,  and  tho  question  of  the  sub¬ 
scription  by  Departments  to  books,  and  they  recommend: — 

(1.)  That  no  advertisements  be  authorized  in  connection  with  tho  publication  of 
ary  pamphlet  or  book  whatever,  save  only  that,  where  any  Department  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  causes  to  be  published  a  pamphlet  or  book,  the  Head  of  such  Department 
may  cause  to  be  inserted  therein  such  advertisements  connected  with  his  own 
Department  as  he  thinks  expedient  in  the  public  service. 

(2.)  That  as  regards  subscriptions  to  books,  no  Department  be  allowed  to  sub¬ 
scribe  for  or  purchase  any  book  whatever  unless  such  book  be  deemed  by  the  Head 
of  the  Department  one  which  will  bo  useful  for  reference  in  the  administration  of 
the  Department,  and  that  not  more  than  four  copies  shall  be  taken  in  any  such  case. 

The  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  foregoing  Minute  be  published  in 
the  Canada  Gazette  for  the  information  of  the  public.

Order  in  Council ,  November  1,  1881. — Ordered  that  the  Immigration  Branch  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  be  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  O.C.,  April  16, 
1880,  relative  to  the  purchase  of  pamphlets,  books  or  other  publications,  and  that  the 
same  rule  of  exception  be  applied  to  advertisements.

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Legal  Services. 

Order  in  Council ,  April  12,  1879. — On  a  report  dated  April  2,  1879,  from  the 
Hon.  Minister  of  Justice,  stating  that  it  has  been  represented  by  the  Auditor-General 
that  it  would  facilitate  the  business  of  his  office  were  an  Order  in  Council  passed 
making  it  necessary  that  the  accounts  rendered  by  any  legal  agent  employed  profes¬ 
sionally  by  any  of  the  Departments  of  the  Government  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Justice  for  examination  and  approval  before  payment. 

That  at  piesent  the  practice  of  the  Departments  appears  to  be  to  submit  such 
accounts  to  the  Department  of  Justice  before  paying  the  same,  but  no  formal  Order 
in  Council  exists  on  the  subject. 

That  an  Order  in  Council  does  exist  providing  that  all  accounts  for  printing  and 
advertising  are  to  be  certified  by  the  Queen’s  Printer  before  payment. 

That  he,  the  Minister,  thinks  that  it  would  be  proper  that  a  formal  Order  should 
be  passed  with  respect  to  legal  agents.  He  recommends,  therefore,  that  it  be  ordered 
that  the  accounts  rendered  by  legal  gentlemen  employed  professionally  by  any  of 
the  Departments  of  the  Government  bo  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Justice  for 
examination  and  approval  before  payment,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  Order  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  each  of  the  Departments  of  the  Government.

Gratuities. 

Order  in  Council ,  Feb.  1,  1868. — As  frequent  instances  occur  of  the  death  of  offi¬ 
cers  in  the  service  of  the  Government,  leaving  their  families  in  circumstances  of  great 
and  immediate  want,  and  destitute  of  means  to  defray  the  expenses  of  illness  and 
funeral,  the  Committee  respectfully  advise  that  in  all  cases  of  the  decease  of  an  officer 
of  the  Government  on  the  permanent  list  a  gratuity  equal  to  his  salary  be  paid  to  his 
widow  or  orphan  children,  or  to  such  members  of  his  family  or  household  as  His 
Excellency  may  approve,  for  two  months  from  the  day  of  his  decease. 


Salaries.. 

Order  in  Council ,  Feb.  9,  1875. — On  a  memorandum  dated  Feb.  9,  1875,  from  the 
Hon.  the  Minister  of  Finance,  reporting  that  there  appears  to  be  a  want  of  uniformity 
in  the  manner  of  paying  the  salaries  of  deceased  officers — that  in  some  cases  the 
salary  is  paid  to  the  day  of  death,  and  in  others  the  salary  of  the  month  in  which  the 
officer  died  is  paid.  He  therefore  recommends  that  for  the  future  the  whole  month’s 
salary  be  paid  in  all  cases.  The  Committee  submit  the  above  recommendation  for 
Your  Excellency’s  approval.

Order  in  Council,  July  29,  1871. — On  a  report,  dated  July  29,  1871,  from  the 
Minister  of  Finance,  stating  that  considerable  inconvenience  having  arisen  from 
Orders  in  Council  making  promotions  and  other  changes  in  the  Civil  Service,  and 
granting  superannuation  allowances,  not  naming  the  time  from  which  they  shall 
count,  and  it  being  desirable  that,  excepting  for  special  reasons,  such  changes  shall 
always  count  from  the  first  day  of  some  month,  and  recommending  that  it  be  estab¬ 
lished  as  a  general  rule  that  unless  some  other  date  is  specially  named  in  the  Order 
in  Council,  all  such  changes  shall  be  held  to  count  from  the  first  day  of  the  month 
next  succeeding  the  date  of  the  said  Order.  The  Committee  submit  the  above  recom¬ 
mendation  for  Your  Excellency’s  approval.

Order  in  Council ,  November  14,  1885. — The  attention  of  the  Board  was  called  by 
the  Deputy  Minister  of  Finance,  to  the  statements  of  the  balances  of  the  several 
Government  accounts  with  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  on  the  3lst  October,  1885,  by 
which  it  appeared  that  some  of  the  Departments  had  issued  pay  cheques  in  advance 
of  the  due  date. 

The  Board  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  several  Departments  be  called 
to  the  irregularity  of  such  action,  and  the  Board  are  of  opinion  and  recommend  that 
steps  should  be  immediately  taken  to  stop  the  practice  for  the  future.

Order  in  Council ,  July  1,  1886. — The  Board  had  under  consideration  the  matter  of 
payments  for  extra  services,  under  various  headings,  paid  to  permanent  officers  of 
the  Public  Departments,  as  shown  in  the  statements  submitted  to  Parliament  in  the 
Report  of  the  Auditor-General. 

Taking  these  statements  into  consideration,  the  Board  are  of  opinion,  and 
recommend  to  Council,  that,  with  the  folio v  ing  exception,  from  and  after  the  1st 
July,  1886,  no  payment  be  made  for  any  extra  service  of  any  kind  whatever. 
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The  exception  referred  to  in  the  above,  is  the  amount  yearly  allowed  by  Parlia¬ 
ment  for  the  computation  of  interest  and  balancing  the  accou  nts  of  the  depositors  in 
the  several  Post  Office  and  Government  Savings  Banks,  which  has  to  be  performed 
immediately  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  whereby  no  inconvenience  should  arise 
to  depositors,  and  it  may  be  added  that  an  analogous  vote  for  the  same  service  is 
grauted  by  the  English  House  of  Commons.

Order  in  Council ,  October  16,  1886. — That  the  Order  in  Council  of  July  1,  1886, 
founded  on  a  Minute  of  the  Board  dated  June  24,  1886,  providing  that  no  payment 
be  made  for  any  Extra  Service  of  any  kind  whatever,  be  amended  by  excluding  from 
the  operation  thereof “  payments  for  services  performed  by  persons  in  the  Customs 
and  Fisheries  Departments  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  the  Fishing  Bounty 
and  collection  of  statistics,”  for  which  a  vote  of  Parliament  is  taken.

Superannuation. 

Order  in  Council,  Jan.  7,  1884. — The  Board  had  under  consideration  the  fact  that 
several  recommendations  to  place  temporary  officers  on  the  permanent  list  have  been 
referred  to  them  for  report. 

The  Board,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  have  recommended  favorably  on  the 
cases  submitted  to  them,  but  at  the  same  time  the  Board  have  to  direct  the  notice  of 
Council  to  the  fact  that  placing  these  officers  on  the  permanent  list  has  the  effect  of 
bringing  them  under  the  operation  of  the  Superannuation  Act,  and  that  hitherto  no 
provision  has  been  made  for  payment  of  abatements  on  the  pay  of  these  officers  while 
temporarily  employed,  although  their  temporary  service  counts  on  retirement. 

The  Board  now  recommend  to  Council  that  from  and  after  the  1st  inst.  it  shall 
be  optional  with  temporary  officers,  on  receiving  permanent  appointments,  to  place 
themselves,  as  far  as  regards  their  temporary  services,  under  the  operations  of  the 
Superannuation  Act ;  but  that  in  the  cases  where  officers  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  privilege,  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  abatements  should  be  paid  on  their 
past  temporary  salaries  since  the  Superannuation  Act  came  into  force,  when  the 
officers  have  served  for  so  long  back ;  otherwise,  from  the  commencement  of  their 
temporary  services. 

The  Board  further  recommend  that,  as  the  immediate  payment  of  abatements  on 
past  salaries  would,  in  many  cases,  involve  considerable  hardship,  a  period  of  six 
months  be  allowed  for  paying  the  same,  the  deduction  to  be  made  in  six  equal  parts, 
to  be  taken  from  each  monthly  pay  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  permanent 
appointments.

Order  in  Council ,  May  3,  1886. — That  the  34th  paragraph  of  the  Treasury  Minute 
of  the  11th  Nov.,  1870,  which  paragraph  is  as  follows: —

“  salary  shall  be  stated  at  such  higher  sum  as  may  fairly  represent  these  advantages, 
u  and  he  shall  pay  the  abatements  on  such  higher  salary,  otherwise  his  superannu- 
u  ation  allowance  shall  only  count  on  the  salary  on  which  he  has  paid  abatement — 
be  repealed,  except  in  the  case  of  those  who  now  pay  superannuation  abatement  on 
such  allowance  or  perquisite  in  addition  to  the  abatements  from  their  salaries.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of  the  7th,  asking  whether  * 
under  any  circumstances,  superannuation  once  established  by  Council  may  be  re' 
opened— -always  presuming  that  no  clerical  error  has  been  made* 

The  Superannuation  Act  provides  that  under  the  circumstances  mentioned 
therein  the  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  to  a  person  who  has  served  in  an  estab¬ 
lished  capacity  in  the  Civil  Service  a  superannuation  allowance,  and  that  the  Order 
in  Council  made  in  the  case  shall  be  laid  before  Parliament.  If  the  grant  was  made 
by  Letters  Patent,  the  latter  could  not  be  cancelled  by  authority  of  an  Older  in 
Council,  except  they  had  been  issued  in  the  name  of  the  wrong  party,  or  contained  a 
clerical  error  or  misDomer,  or  wrong  description  of  a  material  fact.  ( See  38  Vic., 
cap.  13.)  As  the  grant  in  the  case  of  a  member  of  the  Civil  Service  is  made  by  an 
Order  in  Council,  I  am  of  opinion  that  in  practice  it  would  be  well  to  adhere  to  the 
same  rule  and  not  to  cancel  or  amend  the  Order  in  Council,  except  in  cases  mentioned 
in  the  Act  referred  to  (38  Vic.,  cap.  13).

7  (C.  S.  Act),  wherein  it 
is  stated  that  “  In  the  case  of  attorneys,  barristers,  engineers,  architects,  actuaries 
and  land  surveyors,  the  examination  may  be  dispensed  with  on  a  report  from  the 
Deputy  Head,  concurred  in  by  the  Head  of  the  Department,  that  it  is  not  necessary 
and  in  connection  therewith  I  have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Hansard  of  last 
Session,  page  1035,  when  in  reply  to  an  observation  from  Mr.  Ross,  of  Middlesex, 
Sir  Hector  Langevin  stated  that  these  gentlemen  are  employed  in  the  Service  in  the 
practice  of  tbeir  professions,  and  therefore  an  examination  would  not  bo  required,  as 
they  had  already  passed  technical  examinations  before  their  admission  into  the  ranks 
of  tbeir  professions. 

I  have  now  to  ask  whether,  in  case  any  of  these  professional  gentlemen  are 
employed  in  a  Department  where  their  professional  attainments  are  not  required,  as, 
for  instance,  a  barrister  in  the  Finance  Department,  the  spirit  of  the  Act  would 
allow  of  the  examination  being  waived  ?

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  13th  instaut,  in  which  you  call  attention  to  subsection  5  of  section  7  of  46  Vic¬ 
toria,  chapter  7,  wherein  it  is  stated  that,  “  In  the  case  of  attorneys,  barristers, 
engineers,  architects,  actuaries  and  land  surveyors,  the  examination  may  be  dispensed 
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with,  on  a  report  from  the  Deputy  Head,  concurred  in  by  the  Head  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  that  it  is  not  necessary.” 

An  opinion  is  requested  as  to  whether,  in  case  any  of  these  professional  gentle¬ 
men  are  employed  in  a  Department  where  their  professional  attainments  are  not 
required,  as,  for  instance,  a  barrister  in  the  Finance  Department,  the  spirit  of  the  Act 
will  allow  of  the  examination  being  dispensed  with  ? 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  spirit  of  the  Act  does  not  allow  of  the  examination 
being  dispensed  with  in  the  case  mentioned,  but  that  the  examination  can  be 
dispensed  with  only  in  cases  where  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  officer  soeking 
promotion  are  those  connected  with  his  profession  as  an  attorney,  barrister,  engineer, 
architect,  actuary  or  land  surveyor.

Travelling  Expenses. 

Order  in  Council ,  Sept.  8,  1871, — The  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  con¬ 
sideration  an  extract  from  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Treasury  Board  held  Sept. 
7,  recommending  that  the  following  rules  be  adopted  for  the  payment  of  removal 
allowances  to  Government  employes,  and  they  respectfully  advise  that  the  recom¬ 
mendations  therein  submitted  be  approved  and  adopted  : — 

“  Removal  Allowances. — No  removal  allowance  can  be  granted  except  on  report 
of  the  Treasury  Board.  No  removal  allowance  is  to  be  granted  if  the  salary  is 
increased,  except  in  special  cases,  and  on  a  report  of  the  Head  of  the  Department. 
A  removal  allowance  is  not  to  exceed  the  actual  cost  on  account  rendered.” 


Order  in  Council ,  Nov.  29,  1882. — Ordered,  that  the  Order  in  Council  of  May  6, 
1876,  governing  travelling  expenses,  be  modified,  and  that  from  July  1,  1882,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Major  General  commanding  the  Militia,  and  the  judges  who  are 
otherwise  provided  for,  there  be  paid  to  all  officers  travelling  on  public  service  in  the 
Dominion,  except  in  those  parts  hereafter  specified,  over  and  above  the  actual  moving 
expenses,  a  uniform  rate  of  S3. 50  per  diem — the  days  of  leaving  and  arriving  to  be 
counted  as  full  days — and  that  for  those  officers  who  may  be  called  upon  to  travel  in 
British  Columbia,  Manitoba,  the  North-West  Territories  or  out  of  Canada,  the  rate  of 
$5  per  diem.

2.  All  advances  made  to  such  officers  for  travelling  expenses  shall  be  accounted 
for  within  one  month  from  the  conclusion  of  the  trip,  and  the  officer  shall  render  to 
the  Auditor-General  a  detailed  statement  of  such  travelling  expenses.

and  that  a  copy  of  this  Order,  should  Your  Excellency  approve  of  it,  be  sent  to  every 
Department  of  the  Government.

(4.)  The  counterfoil  of  the  receipt  should  bear  its  number,  the  name  of  payor, 
the  amount,  a  short  memo,  of  the  object  for  which  payment  was  made,  and  should  be 
signed  by  the  collector,  and  when  payment  is  made  in  person,  by  the  payor. 

(5.)  A  deposit  should  be  made  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General  daily,  if  the 
receipts  amount  to  $25.  If  the  daily  receipts  do  not  amount  to  $25,  a  deposit  should 
be  made  whenever  that  sum  or  more  is  on  hand. 

(6.)  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  each  month,  and  not  later  than  the 
10th  of  the  succeeding  month,  a  copy  of  the  Cash  Book  should  be  transmitted*  to  this 
office,  with  the  corresponding  counterfoils  of  receipts  granted,  and  also  the  blank 
when  a  receipt  has  been  spoiled  or  cancelled.

Dear  Sir, —In  further  discussion  of  your  expenditure  for  Civil  Government  con" 
tingencies  in  1886-7  : 

The  payments  to  Holland  Bros,  for  reporting  and  for  travelling  expenses  while 
reporting,  do  not  come  under  any  sub-head  of  Contingencies  as  defined  by  the  Contin¬ 
gency  Act. 

Similarly,  $12n  paid  to  Mr.  Schneider,  of  New  York,  for  information  concerning 
Iron  Bridges,  is  not  a  proper  charge  on  Contingencies. 

I  enclose  a  list  of  stationery  (including  books  of  reference  and  type-writers) 
which  should  have  been  procured  through  the  Stationery  Office.  Also  a  list  of 
articles  which  ought  to  have  been  ordered  from  the  Public  Works  Dept,  instead  of 
being  charged  to  Contingencies. 

To  make  your  control  in  this  respect  uniform,  it  would  be  well  to  define  clearly 
the  different  articles  which  may  be  bought  from  Petty  Cash,”  excluding  anything 
of  the  nature  of  Stationery  and  Furniture. 

The  payments  to  R.  and  S.  Greenfield,  of  the  Post  Office  Dept.,  for  firing  the  Noon 
Gun  should  be  excepted  specially  from  the  ruling  of  O.C.,  July  1,  1886,  or  the  money 
refunded. 

The  vouchers  for  powder  for  the  Noon  Gun  are  not  complete.  They  contain  but 
requisitions  by  Mr.  Griffin  for  payments  to  Col.  White.  Please  obtain  the  bills 
rendered  by  the  persons  who  furnished  the  powder. 

The  rent  of  the  time  ball  line  is  charged  under  “  Post  Office  Contingencies.”  It 
might  perhaps  be  placed  under  Departments  generally,  along  with  the  charges  for 
firing  the  gun. 

Although  the  item  of  “  Gratuities  to  Telegraph  Messengers  ”  appears  in  the  Con¬ 
tingencies  of  the  Audit  Office,  as  well  as  in  those  of  the  other  Departments, — on 
reflection  I  find  no  justification  for  the  outlay. 

Several  of  the  vouchers  put  in  for  cab  hire  are  bills  written  out  in  the  names  of 
cabmen  by  clerks  in  the  Departments,  naming  only  the  amount  payable  for  one 
month,  without  giving  the  calculations .  Every  voucher  should  contain  the  hand¬ 
writing  of  the  creditor  himself  and  the  figuring  by  which  the  total  is  arrived  at. 
In  the  case  of  cab  hire,  the  date  of  each  trip,  the  charge  therefor  and  the  name  of  the 
person  driven  should  all  be  shown.  It  would  be  well  also  to  exact  from  each  person 
paying  for  cab  hire  a  certificate  that  he  has  paid  no  more  than  city  tariff  rates. 

As  the  part  of  my  Report  relating  to  Contingencies  is  now  in  proof,  I  would  like 
to  know  what  progress  has  been  made  in  obtaining  the  refunds  asked  for  in  previous 
letters,  namely :  from  Messrs.  Pope  and  McKenna,  and  Miss  Christie,

Respecting  the  payment  of  forty-two  dollars  ($42.00)  to  Dr.  Pominville  for 
medical  attendance  at  St.  Yincent  de  Paul  Penitentiary  from  1st  to  12th  February 
last,  “  when  Dr.  Gaudet  was  appointed  surgeon  on  Feb.  1,”  I  beg  to  inform  you 
that  Dr.  Gaudet  was  unable  to  enter  upon  his  duties  for  the  period  named  ;  conse¬ 
quently  Dr.  Pominville  visited  the  men  professionally,  for  which  he  was  paid  at  the 
rate  of  50  cts.  per  visit. 

As  regards  the  payment  to  Dr.  Brien,  it  was  for  professional  attendance  at  the 
Penitentiary  during  the  time  that  Dr.  Pominville  was  laid  up,  in  consequence  of  a 
severe  injury  to  his  leg. 

As  for  the  amount  paid  for  the  removal  of  Mrs.  Bedson  from  Winnipeg  to  Stony 
Mountain,  I  beg  to  say  that  in  consequence  of  her  severe  illness  she  could  not  be 
removed  in  the  ordinary  way.

Sir,— In  reply  to  that  portion  of  your  letter  of  the  8th  instant,  which  refers  to 
the  payment  of  Dr.  Pominville  and  Dr.  Gaudet  for  medical  services  at  the  St.  Yincent 
de  Paul  Penitentiary,  from  the  1st  until  the  1 2th  February,  and  stating  that  Dr. 
Gaudet  should  not  have  received  pay  until  he  entered  upon  his  duties.  I  have  the 
honor  to  state  that  the  Orders  in  Council  superannuating  Dr.  Pominville  and  appoint¬ 
ing  Dr.  Gaudet  were  both  approved  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in 
Council  on  the  31st  January,  1887.  The  letter  notifying  the  Warden  of  Dr.  Gaudet’s 
appointment  was  written  on  the  5th  February,  and  instructed  the  Warden  to  place 
the  name  of  the  newly  appointed  surgeon  on  the  pay-list  from  the  1st  of  that  month. 
Dr.  Gaudet  not  having  been  able  to  take  charge  of  his  duties  until  the  12th  of 
February,  Dr.  Pominville  continued  up  to  that  date  to  fulfil  those  duties. 

The  account  of  Dr.  Pominville  was  paid  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Deputy 
Minister  of  Justice. 

It  would  appear  that  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  giving  instructions  to  the 
Warden  to  pay  Dr.  Gaudet  for  a  period  in  advance  of  the  date  upon  which  he  entered 
upon  his  duties.

Circular  to  Returning  Officers. 

Audit  Office,  Ottawa,  Jan.  18,  lSSt. 

Sir,— The  following  suggestions  are  intended  to  help  the  speedy  settlement  of 
your  account  for  holding  the  coming  election  in,....  . 

1.  The  charges  for  mileage  should  be  supported  by  a  minutely  detailed  state¬ 
ment  of  actual  travel,  specifying  the  work  done  on  each  day,  the  names  of  persons 
travelling,  the  places  passed  through,  and  the  distances  from  place  to  place.  I  send 

herewith  a  map  on . chains  to  tne  inch,  showing  all  the  roads  in  your  county. 

You  will  please  mark  the  route  followed  when  posting  proclamations,  and  return  the 
map  to  me.  The  total  of  the  detailed  account  will  be  paid,  if  it  approximates  to  the 
measured  length  of  the  line.  No  statement  of  route  will  be  of  any  use  whatever 
unless  it  can  be  followed  throughout  on  the  map. 

The  practice  is  to  make  payments  for  posting  notices  and  distributing  boxes  in 
one  trip.  If,  from  unusual  and  special  circumstances,  the  returning  officer  is  unable 
to  have  everything  ready  to  send  out  at  one  time,  full  proof  of  the  fact  should  accom¬ 
pany  the  charges  tor  mileage. 

2.  Please  see  that  a  specimen  of  each  form  printed  is  sent  with  the  printer’s 
account.  No  item  will  be  paid  which  is  not  supported  by  a  sample  of  the  work  done. 
Enclosed  is  a  list  of  the  sums  which  will  be  allowed  to  the  printer  for  necessary 
forms. 

3.  With  this  I  send  blank  accounts  for  the  deputies,  containing  full  instructions 
as  to  the  rendering  of  their  bills.  Claims  for  rent  and  constables  will  be  recognized 
only  when  made  in  writing  by  the  person  to  whom  the  money  is  due ;  please  note 
this  fact  carefully.  You  should  certify  that  each  item  charged  is  correct,  and  that 
the  rent  paid  for  the  polling  booth  is  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  house  used.  Four 
dollars  for  rent  is  a  limit,  and  not  a  fixed  fee.  Polls  can  generally  be  obtained  for 
much  less  than  that  sum,  and  you  are  expected  to  make  a  reasonable  effort  for 
economy  under  this  as  well  as  every  other  head. 

4.  I  send  you  by  mail  a  specimen  of  a  portable  screen,  designed  by  a  prominent 
member  of  Parliament  much  experienced  in  elections.  It  is  a  piece  of  heavy  grey 
cotton,  6  feet  square,  hemmed  along  the  top,  with  a  ring  on  each  end  of  the  hem,  the 
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whole  to  be  hung  across  the  corner  of  the  room.  The  size  can  bo  varied  to  suit  your 
own  notion  of  efficiency.  Screens  of  this  kind  can  be  made  under  your  direction  at 
a  cost  of  less  than  75  cents  each,  and  sent  to  the  deputies  (where  needed)  inside  of 
the  ballot  boxes.  After  the  polling  day,  they  can  be  returned  to  you  in  the  same 
manner.  The  voucher  should  be  based  on  the  quantity  of  material  used  for  the 
number  made.  As  the  deputies  are  instructed  to  include  only  the  actual  cost  of  any 
screens  erected  by  themselves,  this  item  will  disappear  from  their  accounts  entirely, 
and  there  will  also  be  a  second  economy  in  the  presence  of  the  same  screens  at 
succeeding  elections. 

If,  however,  an  election  has  lately  been  held  in  your  county,  these  suggestions 

have  been  already  offered  and  accepted  ;  you  will  in  that  case  find . screens  and 

. ballot  boxes  in  the  possession  of . ,  postmaster  at . 

These  will  be  given  to  you  on  payment  of  a  delivery  fee  of  $2  a  year,  counting  from 
the  time  when  the  postmaster  got  them.  You  will  please  therefore  pay  him  the 
sum  of  $. . when  taking  the  property  over. 

6.  Any  new  ballot  boxes  obtained  by  you,  together  with  the  screens,  should 
be  securely  packed  up  after  the  election,  and  left  with  a  postmaster  near  the 
place  of  declaration.  A  storage  allowance  of  $2  a  year  will  be  made  to  him,  payable 
when  he  gives  them  up.  His  receipt  should  be  taken  and  transmitted  to  this  office, 
specifying  the  number  of  screens  and  boxes. 

7.  The  accounts  of  your  creditors  must  be  forwarded  in  original,  without  altera¬ 
tion,  except  your  deductions  and  certificate  in  the  margin.  Please  support  the  whole 
account  by  a  declaration  under  37  Yic.,  chap.  37,  that  you  have  made  a  reasonable 
examination  of  the  claims,  and  are  to  the  same  extent  satisfied  of  their  correctness; 
that  each  voucher  accurately  describes  the  service  performed ;  and  that  you  do  not 
know  of  any  item  for  which  the  Government  is  asked  to  pay  more  than  others  would 
under  circumstances  of  similar  urgency.  As  the  Dominion  officer  having  most 
knowledge  of  the  locality,  we  rely  upon  you  for  protection  against  overcharge. 

8.  Any  voters’  lists  required  for  yourself  or  deputy  returning  officers  are  to  be 
obtained  from  the  Eevisor  for  the  district,  under  section  40  of  Franchise  Act. 

9.  Let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  Dominion  Election  Act,  sec.  126,  sub-sec. 
30,  instructing  returning  officers  to  report  through  the  Secretary  of  State  the  distri¬ 
bution  made  of  money  paid  to  them  for  election  expenses.  Since  many  of  your 
claims  on  the  Government  are  not  completely  established  without  receipts  from  your 
creditors,  and  you  cannot  be  expected  to  advance  the  money,  a  subsequent  verification 
is  the  only  one  possible.  Your  services  will  not  be  completed  until  the  account  is 
closed,  and  a  part  of  your  fee  will  therefore  be  withheld  until  this  is  done.

Animal  Contagious  Diseases  Act  (49  Vic.,  chap.  43,  sec.  13),  as  amended. 

The  Governor  in  Council  may  order  a  compensation  to  be  pa  id  to  the  owners  of 
animals  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and  w  henever  the  animal 
slaughtered  was  affected  t>y  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  the  compensation  shall 
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be  one  third  of  the  value  of  the  animal  before  it  became  so  affected,  but  shall  not  in 
any  such  case  exceed  $20;  in  every  other  case  the  compensation  shall  be  three- 
fourths  of  the  value  of  the  animal,  but  shall  not  in  any  case  of  grade  animals  exceed 
$50,  and  in  any  case  of  thoroughbred  pedigree  animals,  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  the 
animal,  not  to  exceed  $150  ;  and  in  all  such  cases  the  value  of  the  animal  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  or  by  some  person  appointed  by  him.

Sir, — Adverting  to  your  letter  of  June  2 1  last,  in  reference  to  payments  to  Mr„ 
Thomas  McCrae  and  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Norris,  of  the  amounts  of  $7,912.50  and 
$8,156.35  respectively,  I  have  to  say  to  you  that  an  earlier  answer  was  not  sent, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  Mr.  D.  McEachran,  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  of  this 
Department,  whose  report  was  desired,  it  being  on  his  certificates  that  these  pay¬ 
ments  were  made. 

I  enclose  to  you  herewith,  as  constituting  a  reply  to  your  letter,  a  copy  of  a 
report  from  Mr.  McEachran,  explaining  the  circumstances  in  which  these  payments 
were  made. 

It  is  not  found  that  there  has  been  any  over-payment,  as  stated  in  your  letter, 
but  quite  the  reverse.  The  circumstances  in  relatioa  to  almost  all  these  animals 
were  most  exceptional,  and  the  owners,  even  after  being  allowed  the  maximum  com¬ 
pensation  authoiized  by  the  Act,  on  slaughter  certificates,  were  still  heavy  losers,  for 
a  cause  for  which  they  were  not  responsible.

Sir, — Referring  to  the  letter  of  the  Auditor-General  of  Jane  22  last,  in  which  he 
alleges  that  an  over  pay  ment  was  made  in  certain  payments  for  compensation  for 
cattle  slaughtered  at  the  Point  Levis  Cattle  Quarantine,  viz ,  to  Mr.  Thomas  McCrae 
and  to  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Norris,  I  beg  to  make  the  following  explanation 

On  discovering  that  some  of  McCrao’s  cattle  presented  symptoms  suspicious  of 
pleuro-pneumonia,  a  disease  of  a  very  insidious  nature  and  so  destructive  of  all  live¬ 
stock  interests,  that  it  has  ruined  the  farmers  in  every  country  into  which  it  has  been 
introduced  ;  and,  the  whole  live-stock  trade  and  cattle  interests  of  the  Dominion 
being  thus  menaced,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  recommend  the  most  thorough  and  prompt 
action,  viz.,  the  slaughtering  and  cremation  of  the  cattle  suspected  and  of  those  in 
yards  contiguous  to  them,  as  well  as  everything  with  which  they  had  come  in  contact. 

This  having  been  determined  on,  was  thoroughly  and  successfully  carried  out 
under  Departmental  instructions,  sanctioned  by  Order  in  Council.  Thus,  Mr.  Me* 
Crae  was  deprived  of  all  his  cattle,  while  we  could  only  pronounce  some  of  them  to 
be  suspected  ;  but  for  precautions  and  to  secure  safety,  we  concluded  to  kill  them  all, 
thus  removing  suspicion  and  danger  to  other  valuable  herds  then  in  quarantine  and 
those  about  to  arrivo. 

After  consultation  with  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Pope,  then  acting  Minister  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  at  which  you  were  present  with  me,  it  was  decided  that  under  the  extraordinary 
circumstances,  the  owners  of  the  cattle  should  be  allowed  the  highest  limit  under  the 
Act,  viz.,  $150  each  animal. 

In  point  of  fact  the  value  of  many  of  them  was  much  more  than  one-third  over 
this  maximum,  and  the  owners  were  tieavy  losers. 

In  Clark  and  Norris’  case  the  animals  were  healthy  when  they  entered  the 
quarantine,  but  became  suspected  owing  to  proximity  to  McCrae’s  while  detained  in 
quarantine,  and  the  Department  was  threatened  with  a  lawsuit  for  damages,  to  avert 
which  and  arrive  at  an  amicable  settlement,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  pay  the 
maximum  allowance  to  them,  viz.,  $150  per  head,  which  still  left  them  heavy  iosern 
from  a  cause  arising  through  no  fault  of  theirs.  I,  therefore,  on  the  advice  of  the 
Acting  Minister,  and  with  your  own  concurrence,  made  out  my  certificates  at  the 
rate  of  $150  for  each,  except  the  calves.  In  filling  up  the  appraisement  forms,  I  put 
the  appraisement  at  a  low  value  purposely,  in  many  cases  under  the  then  market 
value,  my  motive  being  to  make  the  compensation  allowed  appear  in  the  most  favor¬ 
able  light  to  the  owners  of  the  cattle. 

I  can,  however,  with  perfect  honesty,  make  the  appraisement  equal  to  one  third 
more  than  the  amount  paid,  and  1  herewith  enclose  certificates  amended  in  this 

sense.

Sir, — I  have  your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.  with  reference  to  the  payments  to 
Clarke  and  Norris,  and  to  Thos.  McCrea,  and  I  regret  to  have  to  say  that  Mr. 
McEachran’s  explanation  seems  very  unsatisfactory. 

The  Act  of  Parliament,  49  Vic.,  cap.  43,  gives  specific  directions  as  to  the  course 
to  be  pursued  and  the  amount  to  be  given.  Mr.  McEachran  was  acting  under  the 
part  of  the  clause  which  reads  “  and  in  all  such  cases  the  value  of  the  animal  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  or  by  some  person  appointed  by  him,” 
and  he  now  says,  if  I  understand  his  explanation  rightly,  that  he  made  a  valuation 
which  he  knew  to  be  less  than  what  the  cattle  were  worth. 

Mr.  McEachran  says  that  “  the  owners  of  the  cattle  were  not  to  get  more  than 
what  the  Act  would  permit  if  he  had  done  what  the  Act  directed  him  to  do  ;  ”  bat 
that  the  men  who  had  the  intelligence  to  acquire  all  this  valuable  property  were  to 
be  quieted  by  the  manner  in  which  the  account  was  made  out. 
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What  chance  would  they  have  had  of  being  successful  in  a  suit  for  damages 
against  the  Department  if  the  correct  valuation  had  been  made  and  the  directions 
of  the  Act  of  Parliament  carried  out  ? 

Besides,  some  of  the  cattle  were  actually  diseased,  according  to  Mr.  McEachraffis 
report.  'I  he  allowance  in  such  cases  is  limited  to  $20.  Therefore,  an  overpayment 
of  $130  was  made  in  all  such  cases.

Sir, — There  are  points  in  your  letter  of  the  21st  ultimo,  in  reply  to  my  letter  to 
you  of  the  25th  ultimo,  in  reference  to  the  payments  of  Messrs.  Clarke  and  Norris  and 
Mr.  Thos.  McCrae,  on  which  I  think  it  well  to  make  a  further  representation. 

You  state  that  the  Act  gives  specific  directions  as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued 
and  the  amounts  to  be  paid,  and  you  further  point  out  that,  “  in  all  cases  the  value 
“  of  the  animal  shall  be  determined  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  or  by  some  person 
“  appointed  by  him.”  within,  of  course,  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  Statute. 

The  reply  is,  that  that  is  the  precise  course  which  has  been  followed.  The 
Minister  was  authorized  by  Order  in  Council,  and  he  “  appointed  ”  Mr.  D.  McEachran, 
the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Department,  as  the  proper  person  to  “deter¬ 
mine  such  value.” 

Without  stopping  to  notice  the  remarks  which  you  think  it  well  to  make  on  Mr. 
McEachran’s  mode  of  reasoning  and  his  amendment  of  certificate,  which,  permit  me 
to  say,  I  do  not  think  material,  the  only  essential  point  being  the  actual  fact  of 
value, — I  beg  to  state  that  this  officer  of  the  Department  on  his  responsibility  as  such, 
as  well  as  on  that  of  a  professional  man,  and  also,  as  you  have  pointed,  out  on  the 
special  responsibility  of  the  “  person  appointed  to  determine  the  ^alue  of  the 
animals,”  has  certified  to  such  an  amount  as  brings  the  compensation  paid  within  the 
strict  limits  of  the  Statute.  I  do  not  find  that  the  remarks  in  your  letter  affect  the 
declaration  of  fact  in  Mr.  McEachran’s  certificate,  or  even  that  it  is  competent  for  you 
to  do  so. 

You  ask  me  what  chance  would  the  parties  have  had  of  being  successful  in  a 
suit  for  damages  against  the  Department  if  the  exact  value  had  been  made  and  the 
directions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  carried  out?  In  reply  I  have  to  say  that  I  cannot 
answer  as  to  what  the  chances  would  be  in  any  suit  for  damages  ;  but  I  have  no  diffi¬ 
culty  whatever  in  stating  that  the  amounts  which  were  paid  were  in  precise  accord 
with  the  prescriptions  of  the  Act,  apportioned  on  the  actual  values. 

Respecting  your  remark  to  the  effect  that  some  of  the  animals  were  actually 
diseased,  I  have  to  state  that  this  is  a  point  on  which  some  difficulty  was  found.  It 
was  declared,  however,  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  that  the  recommendation  to 
slaughter,  by  him,  was  made  on  “  suspicion  of  disease,”  under  the  12th  section  of  the 
Act,  and  the  then  Acting  Minister,  the  Hon.  J.  H.  Pope,  in  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  after  careful  consideration  of  all  the  facts  and  circum¬ 
stances,  and  after  a  personal  consultation  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  authorized 
the  certificat  es  to  be  made,  in  accordance  with  the  section  of  the  Act  referred  to,  as 
slaughter  for  suspicion  of  disease.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  states  that  he  could 
not  have  taken  these  animals  from  their  owners  on  any  other  ground.

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  regarding  the  payments  to 
Thos.  McCrea  and  to  Clarke  and  Norris,  it  seems  necessary  to  say  but  a  word  or 
two. 
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Mr.  McEachran  was,  you  say,  perfectly  justified  in  putting  down,  as  the  valua¬ 
tion  of  the  cattle,  an  amount  which  was  not  really  his  valuation,  because  the  settle¬ 
ment  with  the  owners  was  to  be  made  easy  by  a  low  valuation.  I  do  not  understand 
you  to  contend  that  this  was  not  in  violation  of  the  Act  of  Parliament.  How  do  you 
account  for  the  fact  that  of  the  McCrea  cattle  the  bulls  were  valued  at  $1,60:)  in  the 
first  instance  (when  Mr.  McEachran  was  justified,  according  to  your  opinion,  in 
putting  them  at  less  than  their  value)  and  at  $1,250  when  ho  was  putting  them  at 
their  real  and  higher  value  ? 

How  did  it  happen  that  your  accounting  officers  (who  could  scarcely  have 
assumed  that  Mr.  McEachran  meant  $13,163.75  when  ho  said  that  the  valuation  was 
$11,150,)  passed  the  sum  which  the  higher  valuation  would  give,  and  which  existed 
only  in  Mr.  McEachran’s  mind  :  while  that  sum  was  contrary  to  Parliamentary 
direction  on  the  basis  of  the  $11,150,  the  only7,  amount  before  them. 

Kindly  lot  me  know  whether,  (since  you  think  Mr.  McEachran’s  course  in  this 
matter,  and  ihat  of  the  Department  in  endorsing  it,  are  entirely  correct,)  you  intend 
that  they  should  be  followed  in  future,  should  the  Government  unfortunately  be 
again  compelled  to  cause  the  slaughter  of  diseased  cattle.

I  rested  simply  on  the  fact  of  value,  as  the  only 
point  which  was  material  in  the  whole  discussion,  and  permit  me  to  say  that  I  have 
not  found  anything  in  the  repeated  representations  in  these  letters  which  in  the 
slightest  degree  affects  that.

Sir, — I  have  lately  had  some  verbal  discussion  with  you  about  the  proposal  that 
the  gratuity  which  was  voted  during  the  last  Session  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  to 
Mr.  Donald  Codd  (now  deceased),  be  charged  to  “  Dominion  Lands.” 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  estimate  in  this  matter,  which  was  sent  to  the  Deputy 
of  the  Minister  of  Finance  when  the  Estimates  wero  preparing  for  Parliament 
last  year.  No  heading  was  given  to  the  estimate  in  question,  but  I  took  it  for 
granted  that  the  item  would  be  charged  to  “  Superannuation  Fund,”  tho  percentage 
for  that  fund  having  been  regularly  deducted  from  Mr.  Codd’s  salary  during  the 
time  he  was  an  employee  of  this  Department. 

I  may  add  that  the  amount  in  question,  $1,607.31,  will  not,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
be  charged  to  “  Dominion  Lands  ”  in  the  books  of  this  Department. 

I  have  officially  advised  Mr.  Courtney  to  the  foregoing  effect ;  and  I  think7a 
note  should  be  inserted  in  your  report  directing  attention  to  tho  item,  and  stating 
what  I  believe  you  agree  with  me  in  thinking,  that  it  should  have  been  charged  to 
“  Superannuation  Fund.”

Sir, — I  have  completed  the  examination  of  the  vouchers  for  the  expenditure  on 
account  of  Insurance  Superintendence  during  the  year  1886-87,  and  ask  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  following  remarks  thereon  :  — 

In  your  account  for  travelling  expenses  I  notice  charges  amounting  to  S38.00 
for  Pullmans  and  porters.  These  charges,  which  are  for  such  accommodation  as  is 
ordinarily  obtained  at  hotels,  and  which  do  not  form  part  of  the  actual  moving 
expenses,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  per  diem  allowance  of  $3.50  (as  per  Order  in 
Council,  Nov.  29,  1882),  until  specially  authorized  by  Council. 

In  the  petty  expense  account  for  the  year  there  is  a  payment  of  60  cents  for 
men  moving  furniture.  I  see  no  reason  for  any  expenditure  of  this  nature,  as  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  has  men  specially  e  mployed  for  services  of  this  kinds 
I  also  notice  a  payment  of  50  cents  as  a  gratuity  to  one  of  the  Public  Works, 
employees  on  his  retirement.  As  all  gratuities  are  paid  only  on  the  authority  of  an 
Order  in  Council,  any  item  of  this  nature  is  illegal.

Sir,  —I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  remarks  and  queries  on  the 
expenditure  on  account  of  the  Geological  Survey  during  the  fiscal  year  1886  87. 

Voucher  103.  Mr.  Ami  charges  $6.85  for  a  ticket  for  himself  from  Point  Levis  to 
Ottawa,  and  afterwards  buys  a  ticket  from  Montreal  to  Ottawa  for  $3.50.  I  should 
like  to  be  informed  as  to  the  reason  of  the  double  payment  of  fare  between  Montreal 
and  Ottawa. 

Voucher  227.  J.  A.  Guignard,  compiling  index  for  report  $18.00.  The  calculation 
by  which  the  amount  is  arrived  at  should  be  given. 

Vouchers  352  and  421 ;  payments  to  Geo.  Low  for  blacksmithing.  The  last  four 
items  in  the  former  of  these  accounts  bear  a  striking  resemblance  to  the  first  four  in 
the  latter  account. 

The  following  surveyors  have  in  their  accounts,  charged  the  amounts  indicated

No  charge  for  washing  personal  effects  should  be  allowed  ;  it  would  be  quite  as 
reasonable  to  allow  charges  for  repairing  and  renewing  clothing  as  to  pass  items  of 
this  nature. 

I  must  again  object  to  the  payment  of  board  to  any  of  the  surveyors  on  their 
return  to  Ottawa.  I  drew  your  attention  to  this  matter  in  my  letter  of  Dec.  16, 
1886.  The  following  are  the  charges  for  board  in  Oitawa  : —

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In  J.  B.  Tyrrell’s  account  is  a  charge  of  $10  for  two  days’  board  allowance,  in  the 
North-West ;  under  the  Order  in  Council  of  June  28,  1886,  Mr.  Tyrrell  cannot  be 
paid  more  than  $3.50  a  day;  the  over  payment  of  $3  should  be  refunded  at  once. 

In  E.  Coste’s  account  there  is  a  charge  (voucher  513)  of  $5.25  for  fyles  and  stamp 
procured  in  Ottawa ;  these  should  have  been  obtained  through  the  Government 
Stationery  Office.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  purchase  of  a  seal  stamp  from 
Geo.  Cox,  which  appears  in  M.  O’Farrell’s  contingent  accounts. 

With  regard  to  the  purchase  of  a  field  glass  by  E.  Coste  from  L.  Coste,  for  $25,  I 
would  ask  who  fixed  the  value  of  the  glass  ;  and  suggest  that  the  Government  would, 
in  general,  be  better  served  were  all  such  purchases  made  from  regular  dealers. 

I  observe  that  you  are  still  in  the  habit  of  paying  various  tradesmen  for  painting 
and  repairs  to  the  building  and  furniture,  all  of  which  should  be  ordered  through  the 
Public  Works  Department*  I  have  already  drawn  your  attention  several  times  to  this 
irregularity  without  success.  I  hope  that  you  will  see  that  in  the  future  such  pay¬ 
ments  are  made  in  the  regular  way.

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letters  of  the  16th  and  24th  November,  in  which 
you  call  attention  to  certain  remarks  and  queries  on  the  expenditure  of  this  branch 
during  the  fiscal  year  1886-87. 

First,  I  may  observe  that  the  accounts  upon  which  the  remarks  are  made  were 
all  passed  and  paid  during  my  absence  in  England,  and  therefore  did  not  come  under 
my  notice. 

1.  A.  McArthur. — The  $200  advanced  this  gentleman  was  towards  defraying 
his  expenses  in  connection  with  his  exploration  to  the  Arctic  Circle.  Since  his 
return  ho  died,  not  having  rendered  any  account  of  his  expenditure.  On  the  11th 
November  I  wrote  Mr.  W.  B.  Scarth,  M.  P.,  Winnipeg  (copy  enclosed),  through 
whom  he  obtained  the  money,  but  as  yet  have  received  no  reply. 

2.  Messrr.  C.  W.  Willimott  and  M.  O’Farrell,  accounts  and  vouchers,  cover¬ 
ing  the  balances  due  by  these  gentlemen  on  the  30th  June  last,  as  well  as  advances 
subsequently  made  to  them,  will  be  rendered  to  you  in  the  course  of  a  few  days. 

3.  Mr.  Ami,  Voucher  No.  103. — On  enquiry  I  find  that  he  lost  his  ticket  on 
reaching  Montreal,  and  had  to  buy  another  for  Ottawa.  As  this  was  clearly  care¬ 
lessness  on  his  part,  he  should,  of  course,  bear  the  loss,  and  I  have  so  informed  him. 

Voucher  227. —  Dr.  Dawson  made  this  arrangement,  and  informs  me  that  the 
rate  was  $2  per  page — 24  pages.  The  account,  of  course,  should  have  shown  this. 

Vouchers  352  and  421,  George  Low. — It  appears  that  three  of  the  items  stated 
are  twice  charged,  by  an  oversight,  his  son  making  out  one  account  and  himself  the 
other.  The  overcharge  ($4  35)  is  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General. 

Surveyors’  Account,  Washing. — I  am  surprised  at  this  having  been  charged,  as 
I  have  always  refused  to  allow  it,  and  should  have  done  so  last  year  had  1  been  here. 
I  entirely  concur  in  your  remarks  on  this  point.

A.  Bowman,  $11.75,  less  one-half  charged  to  and  paid

In  Dr.  Ells’  account  there  is  a  charge  of  $  J.75  instead  of  $5  as  stated,  for  wash¬ 
ing  blankets  belonging  to  the  Survey. 

As  regards  the  items  of  board  in  Ottawa,  I  have  usually  considered  that  in  cases 
of  the  surveyors  returning  from  the  field  who  had  no  permanent  residence,  and  had 
to  seek  for  lodgings,  it  was  not  unreasonable  to  allow  them  the  CDst  of  one  day  at  a 
hotel  while  doing  so.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  regulations  on  this  point,  and  would  be 
glad  to  be  informed  if  there  are  any. 
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J.  B.  Tyrrell’s  account  of  $10  for  two  days. — This  charge  was  made  on  the  scale 
allowed  prior  to  June  28.  1886,  no  one  here  being  aware  of  the  Order  in  Council  of 
the  date  mentioned,  making  the  change.

My  Bear  Sir, — Last  year,  or  rather  in  February,  1887,  as  you  will  remember,  we 
advanced  $200  through  you  to  Mr.  McArthur,  in  aid  of  an  expedition  to  the  Arctic 
region.  We  also  lent  him  some  valuable  instruments:  one  sextant,  one  artificial 
horizon,  one  clinometer,  and  prismatic  compass. 

I  understand  that  Mr.  McArthur  has  since  died,  and  I  now  write  to  ask  you 
whether  you  can  inform  me  what  has  become  of  the  instruments  referred  to.  They 
should  have  been  returned  to  us,  as  well  as  some  statement  and  vouchers  for  the 
expenditure  of  the  $200.

Sir, — With  reference  to  my  letter  of  the  15th  ult.,  regarding  the  item  in  Mr. 
Coste’s  account  of  a  horse  kept  in  Ottawa,  and  your  answer  thereto,  I  would  beg  to 
make  the  following  additional  remarks 

Although  Mr.  Buckley’s  account  for  horse  keep  only  comes  up  to  February  1st, 
the  horse  was  not  sold  until  May.  I  should  like  to  know  where  and  at  whose  expense 
the  horse  was  kept  during  the  interval,  and  also  the  name  of  the  purchaser. 

I  should  also  like  to  know  whether  it  was  considered  to  be  in  the  interests  of 
the  Government  to  bring  a  horse  to  Ottawa  to  be  kept  over  winter  and  then  sold  in 
the  spring.  A  glance  at  the  figures  will  show  that  unless  a  better  price  be  obtained, 
it  would  be  more  profitable  to  dispose  of  a  horse  at  the  close  of  the  season.  The 
cost  of  bringing  the  horse  to  Ottawa  was  $10  ;  Mr.  Buckley’s  bill  for  keep,  up  to 
February  1st,  was  $53,85,  so  that,  omitting  any  charge  for  keep  from  that  time  up

to  the  time  of  sale,  there  would  have  been  a  dead  loss  of  $  13.85,  had  not  Mr.  Coste 
paid  half  of  the  expenses  in  return  for  the  use  ot  the  horse.

the  tl  loss,”  represents  the  very  moderate  outlay  for  the  hire  of  a  horse  for  three 
seasons.  It  is  very  difficult  to  dispose  of  horses  in  the  fall  that  have  been  worked 
all  summer,  and  I  do  not  see  that  Mr.  Coste  could  have  acted  better  than  he  did  in 
the  interests  of  the  service.

Sir,— In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  I  beg  to  state  that  the  J.  Marshall 
referred  to  is  the  Accountant  of  this  Branch. 

Further  that  Mr.  Coste  in  the  fall  of  1886,  being  offered  only  $90  for  two 
horses,  wagon  and  harness,  decided  to  keep  them  until  spring,  with  the  intention  of 
again  using  them  the  next  season  in  the  vicinity  of  Ottawa,  where  it  then  was 
intended  he  should  work. 

As  soon  as  he  could,  he  made  arrangements  to  have  the  horse  kept  until  spring 
without  charge,  for  the  use  of  it.  He  made  this  arrangement  with  Mr.  Marshall. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  Costo’s  proposed  work  for  the  season  of  1837  was  altered,  and 
the  horses  not  being  required,  Mr.  Coste,  in  May  last,  was  instructed  by  me  to  sell 
them,  and  transfer  the  rest  of  his  outfit  to  Mr.  Ingall.  This  was  done,  and  the 
amount  realized,  he  informs  me,  was  all  he  could  obtain. 

The  total  loss  on  the  outfit,  viz.,  two  horses,  wagon  and  harness,  $325,  represents 
team  hire  for  three  successive  seasons,  and  looked  at  in  that  light  does  not  seem 
excessive.

Sir, — I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  remarks  on  the  expenditure 
on  account  of  the  Indian  Consolidated  Fund,  Manitoba  and  North-West  Territories 
during  the  fiscal  year  1886-87. 

Industrial  Schools,  Voucher  195.  This  vouchor  contains  among  others  a  charge 
of  $75  by  Thompson  &  Nelson  for  painting  the  old  building  at  Fort  Qu’Appelle. 
Voucher  No.  181  covered  a  similar  payment  to  C.  David.  Please  explain  the  two 
payments  for  apparently  the  same  work. 
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Voucher  993.  I  must  ask  for  full  details  and  explanations  of  the  sundries  and 
presents  purchased  by  Mr.  McColl. 

Voucher  1848.  Kindly  explain  the  nature  of  the  payment  of  $101.25  to  J. 
Ritchie  as  compensation  in  full. 

There  are  several  charges  during  the  year  for  the  expenses  connected  with  the 
visit  of  certain  of  the  chiefs  from  the  North-West  Territories  to  the  east.  Please  state 
your  authority  for  this  expenditure,  as  well  as  for  the  gratuities  given  them  when 
in  Ottawa.  I  am  of  opinion  that  all  extraordinary  expenditure  of  this  and  similar 
natures  should  be  governed  by  an  Order  in  Council. 

In  your  letter  dated  Feb.  1,  1887,  you  stated  that  the  share  of  Mr.  Dewdoey’s 
reduced  per  diem  allowance,  chargeable  against  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs, 
should  be  $2.75.  I  give  a  statement  of  the  payments  since  July  1,  1886,  to  Mr, 
Dewdney  at  the  old  rate,  showing  a  total  over  payment  of  $21.75,  which  amount 
should  bo  refunded. 

I  would  also  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Dewdney  and  Mr.  Mac¬ 
rae  have  charged  for  Pullmans  and  porters  when  travelling  on  public  service  and 
receiving  the  maximum  per  diem  allowance  of  $3.50.  These  charges  which  do  not 
form  part  of  the  actual  moving  expenses  ( vide  O.C.  Nov.  29,  1882,  and  June  28,  1886), 
but  which  are  for  such  accommodation  as  is  ordinarily  obtained  in  hotels,  should  be 
covered  by  the  per  diem  allowance  until  the  charge  is  provided  for  by  an  Order  in 
Council.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  7th 
ultimo,  relative  to  certain  items  of  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  Indian  Con¬ 
solidated  Fund  for  Manitoba  and  the  North-West  Territories,  during  the  fiscal  year 
1886-87. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  inform  you,  as  follows 

Industrial  Schools,  Voucher  195. — The  Indian  Commissioner  for  Manitoba  and  the 
North-West  Territories  has  been  requested  to  explain  the  similarity  between  the 
accounts  in  question,  and  as  soon  as  his  reply  is  received  it  will  be  forwarded  to  you. 

Voucher  993. — It  is  impossible  to  give  details  for  the  supplies  and  presents  issued 
by  Mr.  McColl,  during  his  tour  of  inspection.  It  was  considered  by  the  Department, 
that  owing  to  the  exceptional  circumstances  as  under  which  these  supplies  were 
issued,  it  would  be  exacting  too  much  to  require  details.  Mr.  McColl  has  to  make 
long  canoe  journeys  and  is  compelled  to  buy  his  supplies,  at  very  high  rates,  at  the 
distant  posts  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company.  When  he  holds  interviews  with  the 
Indians,  he  issues  food  and  tobacco  in  small  quantities,  which  it  would  be  impossible 
to  weigh.  Any  statement  of  these  supplies  would,  therefore,  be  merely  an  approxi¬ 
mation,  which  could  not  be  of  much  value. 

Voucher  1848. — The  details  of  this  claim  for  improvements,  on  a  piece  of  land 
required  for  the  enlargement  of  O’Soup’s  Reserve,  are  as  follows -  Ploughing, 
$61.25;  compensation  for  giving  up  land,  $40. 

The  visiting  Chiefs  from  the  North-West  Territories  were  brought  east  by  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  it  was  not  considered 
necessary  to  obtain  an  Order  in  Council  for  the  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
visit.  Your  opinion  in  the  matter  has,  however,  been  noted. 

As  regards  the  overpayment  of  board  allowance  to  the  Hon.  E.  Dewdney,  Indiao 
Commissioner  for  Manitoba  and  the  North-West  Territories,  mentioned  by  you,  Mr. 
Dewdney’s  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  matter  and  a  refund  requested. 
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With  reference  to  the  last  paragraph  of  your  letter,  concerning  charges  made  by 
Mr.  Dewdney  and  Mr.  Macrae  for  Pullmans  and  porters  when  travelling  on  public 
services,  and  receiving  the  maximum  per  diem  allowance  of  $4.50,  I  beg  to  state  that 
it  has  always  been  customary  to  allow  fees  for  Pullmans  and  porters,  besides  the 
regular  travelling  allowance ;  and  it  is  considered  by  the  Department  that  such 
charges  do  form  part  of  the  actual  moving  expenses ,  and  cannot  be  considered  as  ac¬ 
commodation  similar  to  that  obtained  in  hotels.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Oct.  23,  in 
reply  to  certain  remarks  made  by  me  on  the  expenditure  in  connection  with  the 
Indian  Consolidated  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year  1886-87. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  state  as  follows : — 

As  regards  the  details  of  the  supplies  and  presents  issued  by  Mr.  McColl,  what 
I  desired  was  the  details  of  the  purchases,  not  of  the  issues ;  it  should  be  a  matter  of 
very  little  extra  trouble  for  him  to  give  full  details  of  the  goods  purchased  by  him 
at  the  various  Hudson  Bay  Company’s  posts  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  as  presents. 

You  will  note  that  the  Order  in  Council  of  Nov.  8,  giving  Mr.  Dewdney  $5  a 
day  travelling  allowance,  allows  him  only  $3.50  a  day  up  to  that  date.  Any  allow¬ 
ance  received  above  this  rate  must  be  refunded. 

The  matter  of  charges  for  Pullmans  has  been  referred  to  the  Treasury  Board  for 
consideration.  I  will  inform  you  as  to  the  decision,  when  one  is  arrived  at  in  the 
matter.

Sir, — I  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  remarks  on  Lieut.  Gov. 
Dewdney’s  expenditure  on  account  of  Government  in  the  North-West  Territories 
during  the  ten  months  ended  April  30  last. 

Lieut.  Gov.  Dewdney  has  drawn  travelling  allowance  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  for  71 
days.  The  proper  per  diem  amount  payable  by  the  Interior  Department  is  75c.,  as 
by  your  letter  of  March  23,  1887,  making  a  total  over  payment  to  Mr.  Dowdney  of 
$53.25,  which  should  be  refunded  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  following  vouchers,  enclosed  herewith,  require  certification  by  tho  Queen’s 
Printer.  Please  have  them  so  certified  and  return  to  me. 

The  enclosed  voucher,  No.  347,  being  for  a  payment  of  $52.74  to  Messrs. 
Lougheed  &  McCarthy  for  legal  services,  should  be  certified  by  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment. 
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Voucher  89  covers  a  payment  to  Wm.  Pratt,  for  services  as  special  constable  in 
November,  1884.  I  would  ask  why  this  payment  has  been  delayed  so  long. 

Voucher  117.  In  this  case  4  poll  clerks  have  been  paid  $5.00  a  day  each,  the 
rate  by  tariff  being  $3.00.  The  charge  of  $5.00  each  for  constable  and  interpreter  is 
also  excessive.  The  tariff  for  the  Dominion  elections  allows  $1.00  per  diem  for 
constables,  and  makes  no  allowance  for  interpreters.

Travelling  Allowance . 

With  regard  to  my  travelling  allowance,  I  enclose  you  herewith  a  copy  of  an 
Order  in  Council,  passed  October  14,  1881,  confirming  the  allowance  made  to  me  for 
travelling  expenses  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  diem,  from  the  date  of  my  appointment 
as  Lieutenant-Governor  of  North-West  Territories;*  also,  copy  of  an  extract  from  a 
letter  recetved  from  the  Deputy  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs,  informing 
me  of  an  Order  in  Council,  passed  October  28,  1881,  allowing  me  $3.50  per  diem  for 
travelling  expenses  as  Indian  Commissioner. 

As  the  Orders  in  Council  above  mentioned  were  passed  respectively  on  the  14th 
and  28th  October,  1881,  and  are  covering  my  case  only,  and,  as  no  Order  has  been 
passed  since  to  reduce  the  amount  of  $5  per  diem  allowed  me  for  living  expenses 
while  absent  from  Headquarters  on  Departmental  business  connected  with  either  the 
Indian  Department  or  the  North-West  Government,  I  fail  to  understand  why  I  should 
be  called  upon  to  refund  the  amount  claimed  by  the  Auditor  General. 

As  regards  Voucher  947,  I  may  say,  without  denying  the  competency  of  the 
officers  of  the  Department  of  Justice  to  certify  to  such  accounts,  that  the  sending  of 
vouchers  to  Ottawa  would  cause  a  delay  in  the  settlement  of  accounts  which  would 
be  very  unsatisfactory  to  parties  interested.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the 
certificate  of  the  Clerk  of  North-West  Council,  who  is  a  member  of  the  legal  profes¬ 
sion,  be  considered  sufficient  respecting  such  accounts. 

Voucher  89. — Mr.  Pratt’s  account  ior  services  as  constable  in  re  The  Queen  vs. 
Geo.  Robinson,  was  only  received  in  April,  1885,  but  as  there  was  then  no  provision 
made  in  my  estimates  towards  defraying  such  expenditure,  this  account,  with  a  few 
others  of  like  nature,  were  kept  in  abeyance  until  July,  1886,  when  an  item  for 
Incidental  Justice  was  placed  in  my  estimates  for  the  year  1886-87. 
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I  may  also  state  that  the  delay  brought  in  tho  settlement  of  this  account,  was 
caused  partly  by  the  correspondence  I  had  with  the  Minister  of  Justice  in  reference 
to  the  matter. 

Voucher  lit. — As  in  the  Electoral  District  of  Macleod,  the  Poll  Clerk  had  to 
travel  long  distances  to  attend  on  election  day;  they  were  allowed  $5,  and  as  it  will 
be  found  in  the  Voucher,  no  mileage  nor  outlay  for  stationery  and  postage  were 
charged,  as  they  usually  are. 

The  amount  charged  in  same  voucher,  for  services  as  constable  and  interpreter, 
may  appear  high,  but  considering  the  difficulty  there  is  sometimes  in  finding  persons 
willing  to  leave  their  occupation  for  one  day,  to  act  in  either  capacity,  I  think  the 
compensation  is  only  adequate.

Sir, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23rd  inst.,  enclosing 
a  copy  of  Lieut. -Governor  Dewdney’s  answer  to  the  questions  raised  by  me  in  my 
letter  of  May  30,  regarding  the  expenditure  oa  account  of  Government  in  the  North- 
West  during  the  ten  months  ended  April  30  last.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Dewdney’s 
explanations,  I  beg  to  state  as  follows: — 

Travelling  Expenses. — The  Order  in  Council  under  which  Mr.  Dewdney  claims  a 
per  diem  allowance  of  $5.00  is  dated  Oct.  14,  1882.  This  Order  was  repealed  by 
that  of  Nov.  29, 1882,  which  provided  a  per  diem  allowance  of  $5.00  to  all  officers 
travelling  in  Manitoba  and  the  North-West  Territories,  the  Major  General  command¬ 
ing  the  Militia,  and  the  judges  being  the  only  exceptions.  The  Order  was  further 
modified  by  that  of  June  28th,  1886,  which  reduced  the  allowance  in  Manitoba  and 
the  North-West  Territories  to  $3.50  per  day;  which  is,  therefore,  the  maximum 
amount  that  can  be  allowed  Mr.  Dewdney. 

Printing  and  Advertising  Accounts. — The  Queen’s  Printer  referred  to  in  the  Order 
in  Council  of  Dec.  17,  1875,  which  provides  for  the  proper  certifying  of  all  accounts 
for  advertising,  is  a  Dominion  officer,  and  must  not  be  confounded  with  the  Queen’s 
Printer  for  the  North-West  Territories.  When  payments  are  made  for  advertising, 
out  of  moneys  voted  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  the  accounts  must,  in  accordance 
with  the  Order  in  Council  above  referred  to,  be  certified  by  the  Queen’s  Printer  for 
Canada. 

Voucher  947.  The  Order  in  Council  of  April  12,  1879,  admits  of  no  exception 
being  made  to  the  rule  tha&all  accounts  for  legal  services  must  be  certified  by  the 
Justice  Department. 

Voucher  117.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  pay  the  poll  clerks 
at  the  usual  rate,  and  allow  them  for  the  number  of  miles  actually  travelled,  instead 
of  paying  them  $5.00  a  day.  When  a  tariff  is  fixed  upon  for  any  service,  as  is  the 
case  in  the  present  instance  it  should  be  adhered  to  throughout. 

With  regard  to  the  payment  of  $5.00  for  constables  and  interpreters,  I  am  of 
opinion,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  at  a  Dominion  election  constables  are  allowed 
only  $  1 .00  a  day,  while  there  is  no  allowance  whatever  for  interpreters,  the  amount 
paid  is  excessive.

Sir, — On  the  28th  of  June,  1886,  an  Order  in  Council  was  passed,  which 
amended  the  Order  of  tho  29th  of  November  by  reducing  the  per  diem  allowance  for 
officers  travelling  in  Manitoba  and  the  North-West  Territories,  from  $5  to  $3.50, 
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such  chaDge  to  take  place  from  and  after  July  1st,  1886.  Under  this  new  rate  the 
division  as  settled  between  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  that  of  the  Interior 
is  $2.75,  payable  out  of  the  Indian  vote,  and  75  cents  payable  out  of  the  vote  for 
North-West  Government* 

During  the  year  1886-87,  however,  you  have  drawn  the  allowance  at  the 
former  rates,  I  send  herewith  a  statement  shewing  the  amount  overdrawn  during 
the  fiscal  year  1886-87,  as  $91.50;  and,  as  I  have  no  authority  to  sanction  any 
allowance  in  excess  of  that  granted  by  the  Order  in  Council,  referred  to,  I  have  to 
request  that  you  will  be  good  enough  to  refund  the  amount  so  overdrawn  at  your 
earliest  convenience.

Open  Accounts. — Although  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway  shows 
a  large  decrease  in  the  outstanding  debts  to  the  Department  on  the  30th  June,  1887,, 
as  compared  with  pieceding  year,  there  are  still  large  sums  at  the  debit  of  variouB 
accounts,  which  have  been  carried  forward  from  year  to  year,  known  to  be  bad  and 
uncollectable.  Some  of  these  accounts  are  owing  by  Departments  at  Ottawa  and 
have  been  in  dhpute  for  many  years.  If  they  cannot  be  settled  in  any  other  way,, 
they  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  written  off,  in  order  that  the  balance  in  the  Dominion 
Ledger  at  debit  of  the  railways  should  at  all  times  only  include  bond  fide  balances  of 
authorized  current  accounts,  instead  of  as  at  present  showing  bad  and  doubtful  debts, 
to  the  extent  of  at  least  $50,000.

Dear  Sir, — I  received  last  evening  your  letter  of  the  11th  instant,  requesting 
me  to  furnish  for  your  annual  report  details  of  working  expenses  of  the  Intercolonial 
Railway  for  1886-87,  “  made  out  as  felly  as  those  for  Capital.” 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  request  was  not  made  at  an  earlier  date — owing  to 
the  peculiar  character  of  the  business  and  the  voluminous  nature  of  details  necessary 
for  its  management,  the  time  of  several  clerks  is  exclusively  devoted  to  the  work  of 
classifying  and  writing  up  the  subsidiary  ledgers  in  the  several  Departments  through 
which  expenditures  are  made  and  accounted  for  and  from  which  the  final  results  are 
obtained  and  grouped  together  in  the  general  ledger,  and  from  which  alone  such  a 
statement  as  you  now  ask  for  can  be  compiled. 

Although  I  have  written  to  Mr.  Pottinger  requesting  that  he  would  give  the 
necessary  instructions  to  have  statements  prepared  in  accordance  with  your  wishes 
and  forwarded  to  Ottawa  as  speedily  as  possible,  I  know  enough  already  to  satisfy  me 
that  the  work  cannot  be  done  for  the  year  just  ended  within  a  reasonable  time  or  for 
the  current  year  without  an  increasein  his  staff  and  special  arrangements  being  made 
to  compile  the  statements  from  month  to  month  in  such  detail  as  I  understand  you 
will  require  for  the  future. 

Mr.  Pottinger  has  not  yet  written  me  in  reply  to  my  letter,  but  has  given  me  to 
understand  that  in  view  of  the  labor  and  expense  involved  in  carrying  out  your 
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request  he  will  be  obliged  to  communicate  with  the  Department  of  Railways  and 
Canals  before  be  can  issue  any  instructions  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

I  may  further  mention  that  the  copying  of  the  details  from  the  subsidiary  ledgers 
will  afford  ample  occupation  for  several  clerks  alone  (exclusive  of  the  time  required 
for  writing  them  up  from  the  vouchers  and  other  data  fyled  in  the  Railway  offices) 
and  that  the  work  of  compiling  such  statements  as  you  ask  for  from  these  will  further 
take  up  the  time  of  one  or  more  trained  clerks  from  month  to  month  to  ensure  their 
completion  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

It  is  for  the  foregoing  reasons  that  details  of  working  expenses  have  never  been 
hitherto  asked  for  or  furnished  to  any  Department  at  Ottawa.  My  annual  report 
accompanied  by  the  usual  statements  is  almost  completed  and  shall  be  mailed  in  a 
day  or  two.

Sir, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  application  to  pay  the  balances  of 
the  accounts  ot  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  investigate  the  Rebellion  Losses. 

I  have  examined  the  several  accounts  in  question,  and  enclose  herewith  state¬ 
ments  showing  the  amounts  allowed,  disallowed  and  held  in  suspense  for  further 
information. 

The  amounts  disallowed  consist  (1)  of  railway  fares  when  different  from  the 
rates  over  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  as  shown  in  Waghorn’s  Monthly  Time¬ 
table,  and  (2)  of  charges  for  Pullman  cars,  which,  being  for  such  accommodation  as 
is  ordinarily  obtained  in  hotels,  form  part  of  the  living  expenses,  and  should  be 
covered  by  the  $5.00  per  diem  allowance. 

The  following  are  the  remarks  on  the  items  placed  in  the  suspense  column  : — 

(1) .  Thos.  McKay  ( a )  Fare,  Qu’Appelle  to  Prince  Albert,  $100.00;  an  explana¬ 
tion  should  be  given  of  this  high  charge,  especially  as  only  $3o.00  is  charged  for  the 
return  trip.  (6)  Telegrams,  $141.00  ;  vouchers  should  be  furnished  in  support  of 
these  charges  for  telegrams. 

(2) .  H.  Muma  (a)  Fare,  Prince  Albert  to  Battleford,  $50.  General  expenses 

voucher  No.  19,  is  for  a  payment  of  $90.00  for  transport  of  three  Commissioners  and 
the  Secretary  from  Prince  Albert  to  Battleford.  An  explanation  is  asked  of  this 
extra  charge  of  $50.00.  (6)  Fare,  Montreal  to  Drumbo  and  return,  Dec.  24,  1886, 

$30.20.  Was  this  trip  to  Drumbo  on  business  connected  with  the  Commission  ? 
(c)  Fare,  Montreal  to  St.  Catharines  and  return,  $24.80.  Was  this  amount  actually 
paid  in  fares,  or  was  part  of  it  for  Pullman  cars ;  any  part  so  expended  should  be 
disallowed. 

(3) .  General  Expenses  ( a )  Voucher  No.  11  does  not  show  how  the  amount  of 
$50.00  due  W.  Dickson  is  arrived  at,  neither  the  period  over  which  the  services 
extended  nor  the  rate  of  pay  being  given.  Previous  to  May  he  was  paid  at  the  rate  of 
$1.50  per  diem.  ( b )  Advertising,  $51.40.  All  advertising  vouchers  require  to  be 
certified  by  the  Queen’s  Printer.

SiR> — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  letter  of  yesterday’s  date 
from  the  Auditor-General  in  reference  to  the  Accounts  sent  in  by  the  Commissioners 
on  Rebellion  Losses. 

The  explanations  that  I  would  respectfully  submit  as  regards  the  amounts  which, 
are  questioned  are  as  follows : — 
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1.  Railway  fares : — J.  A.  Ouimet’s  Account,  Montreal  to  Winnipeg.  Winter 
rate  from  personal  enquiry  at  ticket  office  as  well  as  memo,  by  Chairman  $48. 70. 
J.  A.  Ouimot,  Winnipeg  to  Qu’Appelle  :  Memo,  of  amount  paid  in  Winnipeg  on  16th 
of  March  is  $14.56.  The  “  Waghorn  ”  maybe  of  a  different  date.  Winnipeg  to 
Ottawa — the  amount  charged  is  the  amount  as  charged  in  memo.  book. 

Thomas  McKay  : — Kailway  fares.  Same  explanations  as  in  Account  of  J.  A  * 
Ouimet. 

Henry  Muma’s: — The  amounts  charged  areas  noted  in  Mr.  Muma’s  memo, 
book  as  paid  out  by  him.  The  $24.80  is  for  a  trip  to  St.  Catharines,  when  he  took 
the  evidence  of  Mrs.  Gowanlock  on  the  claim  of  her  late  husband.  The  $30.20  lam 
unable  to  explain. 

Geo.  H.  Young’s  Account. — Same  explanations  as  in  account  of  Mr.  Ouimet  and 
Mr.  McKay.  The  amounts  charged  are  the  actual  amounts  charged  at  the  ticket 
offices  at  the  local  stations. 

2.  Pullman  Cars,  I  have  always  understood,  were  allowed  to  be  part  of  the 
“  travelling  expenses,”  and  have  been,  I  think,  allowed  in  the  past  as  such  to  others 
specially  employed  and  receiving  a  like  allowance  per  diem. 

3.  Thomas  McKay,  $100,  Special  to  P.  Albert.— The  stage  leaves  but  once  a 

week  and  is  often  heavily  loaded  with  mail  and  express,  and  on  this  occasion  Mr. 
McKay  was  delayed  on  the  railroad  and  did  not  connect  at  Qu’Appelle  with  the 
stage,  and  therefore,  as  his  mission  was  one  of  importance,  had  to  secure  a  special 
at  $100.  • 

Telegrams,  $141,  are  for  messages  sent  and  received  by  him  at  different  dates 
and  various  points,  to  that  amount.  He  found  it  impossible  to  secure  vouchers  for 
same  in  any  connected  form. 

4.  H.  Muma,  $50.— He  travelled  by  himself  from  Prince  Albert  to  Battleford. 

5.  General  Expenses,  Toucher  No.  il,  W.  Hickson. — Completes  payment  to  him 
for  services  rendered  and  for  small  amounts  paid  out  by  him  to  others  for  services 
rendered  the  Commission  during  the  same  period. 

Advertising,  $51.40. — As  it  was  for  special,  not  Departmental  Work,  the  voucher 
was  put  in  direct.  I  would  most  respectfully  ask,  that  should  the  Auditor- General 
still  decide  to  hold  any  of  the  items  in  suspense  for  further  explanation,  that  the 
balance,  as  allowed  by  him,  may  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  I  may  mail 
the  cheques  to  the  Commissioners.

Sir, — X  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.,  enclosing  one 
from  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Young,  on  the  objections  taken  by  me  to  certain  items  in  the 
claims  of  the  Rebellion  Losses  Commissioners.  With  regard  to  Mr.  Young’s  answer 
to  my  objections,  1  would  make  the  following  remarks  : — 

(1.)  Differences  in  railway  fares.  I  must  koep  amounts  in  question  in  suspense 
until  I  obtain  further  information  on  the  subject.  The  fact  of  the  amounts  claimed 
being  those  entered  in  the  memo,  books  of  the  several  claimants  is  hardly  sufficient 
proof  that  the  proper  amounts  were  paid  for  tickets.  As  far  a9  possible  I  compared 
the  amounts  charged  with  the  amounts  given  in  “  Waghorn  ”  for  the  month  during 
which  the  travel  took  place,  although  the  dates  of  the  trips  were  not  given  in  all 
cases  in  the  accounts  rendered. 

(2.)  Pullman  fares.  The  fact  that  such  charges  have  been  allowed  in  previous 
years  is  not  sufficient  argument  for  the  continuance  of  the  payment  of  such  charges. 
If  an  official,  travelling  on  public  business,  were  to  pass  the  night  at  an  hotel,  the 
amount  so  paid  for  sleeping  accommodation  would  not  be  entered  in  his  account,  but 
would  bo  paid  cut  of  his  per  diem  allowance  for  living  expenses  ;  if  instead  of  stop¬ 
ping  at  an  hotel  he  were  to  pass  the  night  on  the  train,  the  amount  paid  for  sleeping 
2 — 29J** 
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accommodation  should  in  like  manner  be  chargeable  against  the  per  diem  allowances. 
It  would  be  as  reasonable  to  enter  charges  for  meals  taken  on  a  dining  car  when  a 
per  diem  allowance  is  given,  as  it  would  be  for  berths  in  a  sleeping  car. 

(3.)  Thos.  McKay's  account.  The  explanation  given  for  the  charge  of  $100,00 
for  transport  from  Qu’Appelle  to  Prince  Albert  is  sufficient.  If  vouchers  cannot  be 
given  for  the  $141.00  paid  for  telegrams,  a  statement  should  be  furnished  of  the 
telegrams  sent,  showing  from  where  they  were  sent,  and  to  whom  they  were 
addressed. 

(4.)  E.  Muma's  account,  (a)  Fare  Prince  Albert  to  Battleford  $50.00,  was  it 
necessary  that  Mr.  Muma  should  travel  alone,  and  not  with  the  other  Commissioners? 
(6)  The  amount  of  $30.20  trip  to  Drumbo  and  return  must  still  be  disallowed  until 
further  information  is  received.  ( c )  The  question  with  regard  to  the  $24.80  for  a 
trip  to  St.  Catharines  and  return  was  whether  this  amount  was  expended  in  fares  or 
whether  any  part  of  it  was  for  Pullman  cars,  as  any  such  part  should  be  disallowed. 

(5.)  General  expenses,  (a)  W.  Dickson,  $50.00.  Mr.  Dickson  should  give  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  amounts  paid  out  by  him  for  services  rendered  the  Commission. 
(b)  Advertising,  $51.40.  I  enclose  advertising  vouchers  herewith  in  order  that  they 
may  be  certified  by  the  Queen’s  Printer. 

I  have  to-day  authorized  payments  to  the  Secretary  and  Commissioners  of  the 
amounts  set  opposite  their  names  in  the  accompanying  statement. 

The  balances  will  be  paid  when  my  objections  are  satisfactorily  answered.

$1  *50  per  diem. 

H.  Muma’s  Account.— Fare  from  Prince  Albert  to  Battleford,  $50.  Arrangements 
were  made  for  the  conveyance  of  the  Commissioners  from  Prince  Albert  to  Battle¬ 
ford,  but  Mr.  Muma  thought  the  vehicle  hired  for  that  purpose  was  too  small  to  carry 
them  all,  in  addition  to  his  baggage,  and  he  therefore  travelled  alone,  I  am  unable 
to  certify  that  his  trip  from  Montreal  to  Drumbo  and  return  ($30.20),  was  made  on 
the  business  of  the  Commission.  His  journey  to  St.  Catharines  ($24.80)  was  neces¬ 
sary  in  order  to  take  the  evidence  of  Mrs.  Gowanlock  in  the  matter  of  the  claim  of 
Gowanlock  and  Laurie  for  the  loss  of  their  mill,  as  well  as  her  evidence  in  her  own 
private  claim,  she  being  unable  to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  Montreal  on. 
account  of  ill  health .

W.  Dickson  acted  as  caretaker  and  messenger  while  the  Commission  was  in 
Prince  Albert,  and  this  voucher  covers  the  second  payment  made  to  him  for  his  own 
services  from  1st  May,  1886,  to  the  26th  May,  1886,  at  $1.50  per  diem,  amounting  to 
$39.00,  and  another  small  amount  of  $11,  which  was  an  amount  already  paid  out  by 
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Mm  for  labor  and  other  small  necessary  contingencies,  absolutely  required  for  use  of 
the  Commission.  Mr.  Dickson  is  not  at  present  within  reach,  and  other  vouchers  for' 
the  amount  of  the  $11.00  cannot  at  present  be  obtained.  The  payment  was  made  by 
the  chairman  through  me  to  Mr.  Dickson,  and  was  honestly  made,  for  necessary 
services  rendered  to  the  Commission.  I  would  hope  that  in  view  of  the  circum¬ 
stances,  and  the  present  impossibility  of  reaching  W.  Dickson,  that  the  Auditor 
General  will  allow  the  cheque  for  the  balance  paid  as  general  expenses  to  issue  so 
that  I  may  forward  it  to  Mr.  Justice  Ouimet.

Sir, — Adverting  further  to  your  letter  of  July  14  last,  respecting  contain  items 
in  the  accounts  of  the  Rebellion  Losses  Commissioners,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform 
you  that  I  have  brought  the  question  raised  by  you  as  to  tho  payment  of  sleeping 
car  fares  to  tho  attention  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  who  has  concluded  that  as 
allowances  for  travelling  expenses  are  regulated  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  do 
not  pertain  particularly  to  the  business  of  any  one  Department,  the  whole  subject 
should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Treasury  Board. 

As  to  the  difference  in  railway  tares,  I  have  no  doubt  after  the  explanations 
which  I  personally  offered  to  you  in  our  recent  conversation  on  this  subject,  that 
you  will  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  part  of  the  account  should  be  paid  imme¬ 
diately.  Let  me  remind  you  that  Waghorn’s  Guide  for  July  shows  the  fare  from 
Montreal  to  Winnipeg  to  be  $48.70,  as  charged  in  the  account  of  the  Commission, 
and  not  $46.00  as  allowed  by  you.  Iu  the  same  issue  of  the  Guide,  the  railway  fare 
from  Winnipeg  to  Ottawa  is  shown  to  be  $47.40,  instead  of  $47.85,  as  charged,  and 
$43.50  as  allowed.  It  is  quite  clear  that  the  fares  charged  by  the  railway  company 
vary  from  time  to  time,  and  I  think  the  presumption  in  favor  of  the  accuracy  of  the 
charges  made  in  the  account  of  the  Commissioners,  having  in  view  the  trifling 
character  of  the  differences,  is  very  strong.

Sept.,  Voucher  No.  5,  Lt.-Col  T.  Scott,  M.P.,  travelling  expenses  from  Ottawa 
to  Winnipeg,  in  March,  1885.  Was  not  this  trip  provided  for  by  the  travelling 
allowances  drawn  by  Mr.  Scott  as  member  of  Parliament  of  10c.  per  mile  each  way 
between  Winnipeg  and  Ottawa  ? 

Sept.,  Voucher  .No.  10,  is  for  a  payment  to  H,  C.  Reynell,  of  $33.20,  being 
difference  between  his  pay  as  a  private  and  as  a  hospital  dresser  for  83  days. 

Nov.,  Vouchor  No.  6,  is  for  a  payment  of  $37.35  to  the  same  man  for  what  is 
apparently  the  same  service,  the  only  difference  being  that  in  the  second  payment 
the  pay  as  dresser  is  calculated  on  the  basis  of  95c.  per  day,  instead  of  90c.,  as  in 
the  first  case.  Please  explain  this  apparently  double  payment.

Rules  and  regulations  in  reference  to  the  receipt ,  entry  and  accounting  for  public 

moneys. 

1.  Receipt  books  with  printed  consecutive  numbers  should  be  used. 

2.  A  receipt  should  be  given  for  each  payment. 

3.  All  receipts  should  be  entered  in  a  cash  book,  and  each  entry  should  bear  the 
same  number  as  the  receipt. 

4.  The  counterfoil  of  the  receipt  should  bear  its  number,  the  name  of  payer, 
the  amount,  a  short  memo,  of  the  object  for  which  payments  were  made,  and  be 
signed  by  the  collector,  and  (when  payment  is  made  in  person)  by  the  payer. 

5.  A  deposit  should  be  made  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General  daily  if  the 
receipts  amount  to  $25.  If  the  daily  receipts  do  not  amount  to  $25,  a  deposit  should 
be  made  whenever  that  sum,  or  more,  is  on  hand. 

6.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  each  month,  and  not  later  than  the  10th 
of  the  succeeding  month,  a  copy  of  the  cash  book  should  be  transmitted  to  this  office, 
with  the  corresponding  counterfoils  of  receipts  granted,  and  also  the  blank  when  a 
receipt  has  been  spoiled  or  cancelled.

Sir, — In  my  letter  of  20th  April  last  I  stated  that,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Deputy  Minister  concerned,  certain  of  the  miscellaneous  receipts  were  now  examined 
in  this  office. 

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  drawn  up  for  the 
observance  of  those  engaged  in  collecting  and  accounting  for  these  revenues. 

The  work  of  organizing  and  putting  into  operation  a  system  of  receipt  audit,  to 
apply  to  the  whole  revenue  of  the  Dominion,  under  the  Minute  of  the  Treasury 
Board  of  the  21st  June  last,  requires  much  thought  and  time,  and  it  seems  to  me 
advisable  first  to  deal  completely  with  the  less  intricate  classes,  and  in  the  meantime 
to  analyze  and  examine  the  nature  and  sources  of  revenue  in  the  more  complicated 
and  voluminous  classes,  and  to  postpone  final  regulations  for  the  audit  of  this  part  of 
the  revenue,  until  the  analysis  and  examination  have  been  finished. 

I  have  been  in  communication  with  the  Deputies  of  the  different  Departments, 
and  am  now  beginning  to  arrange  with  them,  that  the  statements  and  vouchers 
necessary  for  the  examination  and  audit  of  the  former  class  of  revenues  may  be  pro¬ 
cured  from  the  agents  and  collectors  and  forwarded  to  this  office. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  directions  the  Board  may  see  fit  to  make  as  to  the 
examination  and  audit  of  the  latter  classes,  and  any  opinion  it  may  consider  called 
for  on  the  work  already  done  by  me  as  above  described.

The  monthly 
or  other  periodical  statements  furnished  by  your  collectors,  of  the  revenue  collected 
by  them  since  the  1st  July  last.  (2.1  Your  certificate  of  the  correctness  of  each  such 
statement.  (3.)  Your  Departmental  summary,  classified  under  the  different  heads, 
for  each  period,  of  all  such  statements.  (4.)  A  statement  of  any  collections  which, 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  Department,  were  in  arrears  on  the  1st  July  last,  and 
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at  tbo  beginning  of  each  subsequent  period.  (5.)  A  statement  of  sums  collected  and 
•not  paid  over,  by  any  persons  who  have  ceased  to  be  collectors.  Sums  which  have 
been  written  off  under  requisite  authority  need  not  be  mentioned.

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  2nd  inst,  I  have  the  houor  to  state 
that  all  hydraulic  rents  in  arrears  were,  during  the  fiscal  year,  placed  in  the  hands 
of  Messrs.  O’Connor  &  Hogg,  the  agents  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  for  collection 
by  legal  process. 

Counter  claims  have  been  persistently  sent  forward,  respecting  which  the 
Department  has  no  data  whereon  to  form  a  judicable  opinion.  This  evil  stands  in 
the  way  of  prompt  and  businesslike  action  by  this  Department  as  a  “  collector  ” 
wherever  the  indebtedness  accrues  through  anyother  Department,  and  until  the 
Department  is  authorized  to  collect  under  leases  placed  in  its  hands  for  that  purpose, 
irrespective  of  any  real  or  alleged  set-offs,  this  difficulty  must  continue,  and 
become  worse  and  worse  with  every  year’s  delay. 

This  is  a  matter  which  should  bo  placed  before  the  Committee  on  Public 
Accounts  with  a  view  to  finding  a  remedy.

Sir, — The  information  sought  for  by  your  request  of  the  8th  inst.,  will  I  think 
be  best  supplied  by  means  of  the  enclosed  list  of  Post  Offices  in  operation  on  the  1st 
July,  1886. 

As  respects  the  periods  at  which  their  accounts  are  to  be  rendered — the  Post¬ 
masters  are  divided  into  two  classos— 1st  class,  rendering  accounts  monthly ;  2nd 
class,  rendering  accounts  quarterly. 

The  1st  ciass  includes  all  offices  where  the  revenue  appears  to  average  $100  a 
month.  The  other  offices  with  a  revenue  of  less  than  $100  a  month  fall  within  the 
2nd  class,  and  as  with  ihe  growth  of  correspondence,  the  revenue  of  any  2nd  class  office 
reaches  the  $100  per  month  mark,  the  postmaster  is  called  upon  to  make  up  and 
transmit  his  revenue  accounts  and  balances  monthly  instead  of  quarterly. 

On  the  accompanying  list  the  monthly  account  offices  are  designated  by  a  red 
mark  in  the  margin.

ceedings  taken  in  regard  to  any  in  arrears?  (3.)  What  steps  have  been  taken  to 
collect  the  arrears  due  on  the  30th  Jane,  1885,  by  postmasters  who  had  ceased  to  be 
in  office  ? 

I  have  also  to  request  you  to  furnish  me  a  statement  of  any  postmasters  now  in 
office,  who  are  in  arrears;  and  at  the  beginning  of  each  month,  a  statement  showing 
the  amounts  that  should  have  been  paid  in  the  pi’evious  month  and  which  were  not, 
and  any  payments  made  on  account  of  previous  arrears.

Sir, —  In  reply  to  my  letter  of  the  10th  ultimo,  I  have  received  from  your 
Department  the  statements  and  vouchers  mentioned  in  Mr.  Smithson’s  memo,  of  the 
16th  ultimo,  and  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  points  in  connection 
herewith  : — 

(1.)  I  should  like  to  have  separate  statements  of  the  monthly  and  quarterly 
accounts  of  postmasters.  (2.)  All  statements,  certificates  and  returns  should  be 
signed  by  the  Deputy  Minister,  and  countersigned  by  the  officer  directly  concerned. 
(3.)  In  my  letter  of  the  10th  ultimo,  I  asked  lor  your  certificates  of  correctness  of 
statements.  1  have  not  received  any  such,  and  I  would  again  request  that  they 
should  be  furnished.  I  am  enclosing  herewith  forms  which  may  be  used,  (4.)  Mr. 
Smithson  stated  to  me  in  conversation,  that  the  amount  of  stamps  issued  could  be 
checked  by  comparing  the  postmaster’s  receipts  with  the  statements;  but  I  do  not 
find  any  place  in  the  returns  furnished  me  where  the  issues  are  entered  in  detail,  so 
as  to  show  the  amounts  for  which  credit  is  taken  in  the  summary.  (5.)  The  bound 
statements  received  show  the  balances  due  by  each  postmaster,  but  as  some  of  these 
bal  «nees  are  probably  for  the  period  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  statement,  I 
would  ask  for  a  separate  statement  each  quarter,  showing  those  who  are  really  in 
arrear  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Department.  (6.)  I  would  also  ask  that  a  statement 
should  be  furnished  regularly,  certified  by  the  respective  Inspectors,  showing  the 
post  offices  inspected  during  the  quarter,  the  date  of  inspection,  the  stamps  in  hands 
of  postmasters  at  time  of  inspection  and  at  the  beginningof  the  period,  and  the  steps 
taken  to  obtain  payment  from  any  postmasters  in  arrears.  (7.J  For  the  purpose  of 
determining  that  the  amount  set  down  in  the  return  as  “  cash  received  Irom  post¬ 
masters  ”  has  come  to  account,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  steps  to  have  each 
deposit  receipt  state  the  quarter  or  month  to  which  it  applies/  and  to  have  these 
receipts  classified  by  quarters  and  months,  on  the  statement  seat  in  from  day  to  day 
to  the  Receiver  General.

Sir,— I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  for  your  inspection  and  information,  and 
in  compliance  with  your  request,  the  complete  returns  of  traffic  from  the  several  lines 
of  telegraph  operated  by  or  for  this  Department  for  one  month,  January,  1886. 

These  statements  show  the  amounts  due  to  the  Government  as  revenue  from  the 
several  offices  and  districts.  The  District  Superintendents  (or  agents,  as  the  case 
may  be)  are  charged  with  these  amounts,  and  remittances  are  made  in  one  way  or 
another,  as  promptly  as  circumstances  will  permit,  to  Ottawa,  and  are  here 
deposited  to  the  credit  of  tne  Receiver  General. 

For  explanation  of  the  omission  from  these  returns,  of  “  check  reports  ”  from 
the  offices  upon  the  North  Shore  Line  (west  of  Bersimis),  the  Gross  Isle  Quarantine 
Line  and  the  Chatham,  Escuminac  Line,  which  are  operated  under  the  supervision 
©f  Mr.  Pope,  Superintendent  of  the  Great  North  Western  Telegraph  Company  at 
Quebec:  I  have  to  state  that  these  are  retained  for  reference  and  comparison  in  Mr. 
Pope’s  office  ;  and  in  response  to  an  inquiry  made  a  short  time  ago,  Mr.  Pope  stated 
that  these  check  reports,  including  copies  of  those  from  offices  on  the  North  Shore 
Line  east  of  Bersimis,  were  compared  by  him  each  month,  and  the  differences  have 
been  so  small  as  to  be  not  worth  noticing.

Sir, — Deferring  to  previous  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  the  examination 
of  telegraph  revenue,  I  have  to  request  you  to  send  me  a  statement,  covering  the 
period  from  1st  July  to  31  Dec.,  1886,  showing  :  (1)  The  gross  revenue  of  each 
of  the  Government  Telegraph  Offices.  (2)  The  amount  of  such  revenue  used  in 
payment  of  salaries  and  accounts.  (3)  The  amount  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
Deceiver  General.  It  is  desirable  that  these  entries  should  be  so  made,  that  it  may 
be  convenient  to  check  them  with  the  statements  from  the  different  offices,  and  with 
the  deposits  transmitted  to  this  office.  For  each  month,  commencing  with  January 
last,  and  continuing  in  the  future,  I  would  request  you  to  furnish  similar  statements.

Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  1st  inst.,  1 
submit  herewith  for  your  information  a  statement  covering  the  period  from  1st  July 
to  31st  December,  1886,  showing: — 

(1.)  The  gross  and  net  revenue  of  each  of  the  Gov.  Tel.  Offices,  as  far  as  state¬ 
ments  have  been  received;  those  for  the  Anticosti  and  North  West  Lines  being  still 
due.  (2.)  The  amount  of  such  revenue  used  in  payment  of  salaries  and  expense 
accounts  at  those  offices  with  which  we  deal  directly  from  Ottawa;  and  (3.)  The 
amounts  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Deceiver  General,  on  account  of  the  above 
revenue,  previous  to  and  during  the  month  of  January. 

I  also  submit  a  further  statement  for  the  month  of  February,  showing  the 
revenue,  as  far  as  statements  received,  for  the  month  of  January  ;  and  the  deposit® 
on  account  thereof  during  the  month  of  February.  This  latter  statement  illustrates 
what  appears  to  be  the  most  practicable  method  for  complying  with  your  requirement 
of  a  monthly  statement.  A  statement  for  a  given  month  will  comprise  the  revenue 
returns  for  the  preceding  month  and  the  deposits  made  on  account  thereof  during  the 
month  designated  ;  for  instance  :  of  the  two  statements  herewith  that  for  January 
comprises  the  revenue  to  31st  December  and  deposits  to  31st  January  ;  and  that  for 
February  comprises  the  Devenue  returns  for  January  and  deposits  on  account  of  same 
during  February. 

Later  statements  will  be  sent  in  monthly  upon  this  plan,  if  it  meets  with  your 
approval  and  is  found  to  conform  to  the  requirements  set  forth  in  your  letter. 

I  would  state,  however,  for  your  further  information  or  better  understanding  of 
the  circumstances  attending  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  that  we  deal  directly  with 
but  a  few  offices,  those  along  the  North  Shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence  east  of  Bersimis, 
8  in  all.  The  returns  of  traffic  of  all  other  offices  are  made  to  the  District  Superin¬ 
tendent  having  the  several  lines  under  their  control.  Accounts  of  revenue  and  expen¬ 
diture  are  locally  arranged  between  the  District  S iperintendent  and  the  offices.  The 
District  Superintendent  in  each  instance  sends  to  Ottawa  a  monthly  statement 
comprising  all  of  the  returns  (which  are  attached)  from  the  offices  on  a  given  line., 
and  showing  the  net  receipts,  or  revenue,  due  to  the  Governement.  Wo  look  to  the 
District  Superintendents  for,  and  receive  from  them,  the  total  remittances  to  balance 
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the  revenue  accounts  for  the  respective  lines,  without  any  regard  to  the  accounts  of  the 
several  offices  after  having  once  compared  the  returns  from  those  with  the  summarized 
statements.  Maintenance  accounts  are  separately  kept  with  the  District  Superin- 
tendens  and  remittances  made  thereupon  from  Ottawa;  no  deductions  are  made 
from  the  revenue  of  the  offices,  as  far  as  the  statements  to  Ottawa  are  concerned 
except  for  postage  and  refunded  tolls. 

In  consequence  of  this  I  might  suggest  that  in  our  monthly  statement  to  your 
office  the  total  figures  for  every  line  might  be  given,  without  detailing  the  receipts 
of  each  office  connected  therewith,  since  our  revenue  account  deals  only  with  the 
totals  as  set  forth  in  the  district  superintendent’s  statements.  Further,  as  our 
accounts  are  necessarily  so  kept  that  the  remittances  on  account  of  revenue  are 
credited  in  the  name  of  the  district  superintendents  remitting,  against  the  traffic 
receipts  of  any  given  line,  and  these  remittances  all  resolve  themselves  into  the 
cash  account  which  is  balanced  by  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General, 
there  is  a  considerable  expenditure  of  time  required  to  prepare  a  statement  show¬ 
ing  precisely  what  proportion  of  a  given  deposit  should  be  credited  to  each  of  the 
lines  in  question.  I  would  suggest  that  in  my  monthly  statement  the  revenue  due 
from  each  line  might  be  shown,  and  the  deposits  of  whatever  kind  entered  to  the 
credit  of  the  whole  without  specifying  each  separate  remittance — as  is  required,  I 
understand,  by  your  letter  already  referred  to,  and  as  has  been  observed  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  statements  sent  herewith.  I  await  your  further  instructions.

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  23rd  ult,  with  accompanying  statements. 

I  understand  that  a  considerable  delay  arises  from  the  fact  that  operators  make 
good  the  amounts  due  the  Government  for  revenue,  in  whole  or  part,  by  the  cheques 
issued  by  the  Government  to  pay  them  for  salaries  and  outlay,  and  that  this  practice 
is  general,  though  the  arrangement  made  with  me  was  but  for  a  limited  number  of 
offices  in  the  Lower  St.  Lawrence.  If  it  be  deemed  advisable  under  the  circum¬ 
stances  to  allow  this  procedure  to  continue,  I  would  say  that  the  issue  of  letter  of 
credit  cheques  afterwards  to  cover  the  amounts  should  be  stopped,  and  instead,  an 
application  should  be  made  for  a  transfer  warrant,  debiting  the  expenditure  and 
crediting  the  revenue. 

The  following  regulations  would  then  be  practicable,  and  should  be  enforced  : 

(l.j  Each  operator  should  furnish  the  District  Superintendent  with  the  custom¬ 
ary  statement  of  a  month’s  business  within  ten  days  after  its  termination  ;  and  to 
make  good  the  amount  due  by  him,  he  should  be  allowed  to  return  a  voucher  in  whole 
or  part  as  may  be  required,  for  the  amount  of  his  salary,  or  outlay,  and  cash  for  the 
balance  if  any. 

(2.)  The  District  Superintendent  should  furnish  to  the  Department,  a  summary 
of  the  statements  of  the  operators  in  his  district,  with  his  certificate  as  per  form 
enclosed ;  he  should  deposit  the  cash  received  from  operators  to  the  credit  of  the 
Receiver  General,  in  a  bank  authorized  to  receive  Government  deposits,  and  send  the 
receipts  therefor,  and  the  expenditure  vouchers  received  from  operators,  with  each 
summary.  This  return  should  reach  the  Department,  unless  in  a  few  special  cases, 
before  the  close  of  the  month  subsequent  to  that  one  which  it  covers. 

( 3 .)  At  the  beginning  of  each  month,  a  statement  should  be  furnished  this  office 
by  the  Department,  showing  the  revenue  which  came  to  account  during  the  previous 
month,  and  it  should  be  accompanied  by  the  certified  summaries  of  the  District  Supt. 
and  by  an  application  for  an  entry  warrant,  crediting  revenuo  and  debiting  expendi¬ 
ture  t>y  the  amount  of  the  vouchers  furnished  by  operators,  for  which  credit  was 
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taken  in  making  up  their  revenue  account.  In  this  way  letter  of  credit  cheques 
should  be  issued  only  for  the  balances  due  operators  for  salaries  or  outlay. 

(4.)  Vouchers  should  be  furnished  covering  the  amount  collected  for  other  lines 
and  paid  over  to  them.

Steamboat  Inspection. — Rules  and  Regulations  necessary  to  be  enforced  to  render 

possible  an  efficient  Audit. 

1.  An  official  list  of  steamboat  inspectors  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Audit 
Office.  2.  All  certificates  issued  by  Inspectors  shall  be  on  forms  prepared  and  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Department,  bearing  printed  consecutive  numbers,  and  whenever  forms 
are  sent  to  inspectors,  a  statement  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Audit  Office  stating 
numbers  of  those  sent.  3.  Each  inspector  shall  return  to  the  Department  at  the  close 
of  each  season,  any  forms  not  used,  any  spoiled  or  cancelled,  and  a  statement  of  same 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Audit  Office.  4.  Each  inspector  shall  make  a  monthly 
return  to  the  Department,  stating  :—  (a)  Date  of  inspection  of  each  vessel;  ( b )  No. 
of  certificate  issued ;  (c)  name  of  vessel  inspected;  ( d )  gross  tonnage;  (e)  regis¬ 
tered  tonnage ;  (/)  charge  of  inspection ;  (g)  charge  of  tonnage ;  (A)  port  where 
payable  (if  possible).  5.  Collectors  of  Customs  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  with  books  of  receipts  with  stubs,  and  bearing  printed  consecutive  numbers, 
and  whenever  any  such  books  of  receipts  are  forwarded  to  collectors,  a  statement 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Audit  Office  stating  number  of  first  and  last  receipts  sent. 
6.  Each  collector  of  Customs  in  receipt  of  fees  for  steamboat  inspection  shall  make 
a  monthly  return  of  all  such  fees  collected,  stating: — ( a )  Date  when  received;  (6) 
Name  of  vessel ;  (c)  gross  tonnage ;  ( d )  registered  tonnage  ;  (e)  charge  for  in¬ 
spection  ;  (/)  charge  for  tonnage;  (g)  date  when  deposited.  7.  The  returns  of 
collectors  of  Customs  together  with  the  corresponding  stubs  of  receipts  issued  and 
any  receipts  spoiled  or  cancelled  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Customs, 
and  there  compared  with  the  deposits  made,  and  the  following  certificates  endorsed 
on  each: — “  I  certify  that  a  deposit  receipt  (or  receipts)  has  been  received  by  this 
Department  and  forwarded  to  the  Keceiver  General,  with  statement  of  receipts  No. 
for  the  sum  of  $  ,  in  acquittance  of  this  return.”  To  be  countersigned  by  the  officer 

directly  engaged  and  signed  by  the  Accountant.  8.  The  returns  and  corresponding 
stubs  shall  then  be  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  Marine.  9.  The  Department  of 
Marine  shall  examine  and  certify  the  returns  of  both  the  inspectors  and  collectors. 
10.  The  Department  of  Marine  shall  forward  monthly,  and  as  early  as  possible  in 
each  month,  the  returns  of  both  inspectors  and  collectors  for  the  previous  month, 
and  a  summary  of  each.  11.  The  summary  of  the  inspectors’ returns  shall  state  : 
(a)  The  names  of  Inspectors  ;  (b)  the  number  of  vessels  inspected  ;  (c)  gross  tonnage 
of  vessels  inspected  ;  (d)  registered  tonnage  of  vessels  inspected  ;  (e)  total  charges 
for  inspection  ;  (f)  total  charges  for  tonnage  ;  and  the  following  certificate  :  I  cer¬ 
tify  that  each  steamboat  inspector  has  made  a  return  of  inspections  made  during  the 
month  of  ;  that  the  above  is  a  correct  summary  of  all  the  returns  for 

said  month  ;  that  each  return  has  been  examined  and  compared  with  the  forms 
issued,  and  is  arithmetically  correct;  and  that  the  amounts  charged  are  the  amounts 
which  should  have  been  charged.”  Countersigned  by  accountant,  and  signed  by  Deputy 
Minister.  12.  The  summary  of  collectors’  returns  shall  state:  (a)  The  names  of 
Collectors  ;  (b)  the  ports  of  collection  ;  ( c )  the  number  of  vessels  on  which  fees  were 
paid;  (d)  the  gross  tonnage;  (e)  the  registered  tonnage;  (/)  charges  for  inspec¬ 
tion  ;  (g)  charges  for  tonnage  ;  and  the  following  certificate  :  “  I  certify  that  each  col¬ 
lector  of  Customs  usually  in  receipt  of  fees  for  steamboat  inspection  has  made  a  return 
of  collections  for  the  month  of  ;  that  the  above  is  a  correct  summary  of 

all  the  returns  for  the  said  month  ;  that  each  return  has  been  examined  and  compared 
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with  the  stubs  of  receipts  issued,  and  is  arithmetically  correct ;  and  that  the  amounts 
collected  are  the  amounts  which  should  have  been  collected.”  Countersigned  by  ac¬ 
countant  and  signed  by  Deputy  Minister.

Sir, — I  have  to  acknowledge  the  recept  of  your  letter  of  the  23rd  of  July  last 
enclosing  a  draft  of  a  plan  which  you  propose  should  be  adopted  in  connection  with 
the  inspection  of  steamboats  and  collection  of  inspection  fees  and  tonnage  dues,  to 
enable  you  to  audit  that  branch  of  the  revenue.  In  reply,  I  have  to  inform  you 
that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  plan  is  too  complicated,  especially  as  the 
Collectors  of  Customs  who  collect  the  fees  and  dues  are  not  officers  under  the  con¬ 
trol  of  this  Department. 

As  steamboat  inspectors  do  not  issue  certificates  of  inspection  until  the  owners 
of  the  vessels  inspected  exhibit  the  collectors’  receipt  for  the  fees  and  dues,  I  submit 
for  your  consideration  the  following  plan,  which  while  less  complicated  than  the  one 
proposed  in  your  letter  of  the  above  mentioned  date,  will,  it  appears  to  me,  enable 
you  to  make  an  efficient  audit  of  the  receipts  of  that  branch  of  the  public  service, 
viz.  :  Each  inspector  shall  make  a  monthly  return  showing,  date  of  inspection,  num¬ 
ber  of  certificate,  name  of  vessel,  gross  tonnage,  registered  tonnage,  inspection  fee, 
tonnage  dues  and  port  at  which  fees  and  dues  were  paid.  Each  collector  of  Customs 
shall  make  a  monthly  return  of  such  fees  and  dues  to  this  Department,  showing, 
date  when  received,  name  of  vessel,  gross  tonnage,  registered  tonnage,  inspection 
fee,  tonnage  dues  and  date  of  deposit.  Collectors  shall  hold  the  fees  and  dues  until 
the  end  of  the  month,  and  deposit  them  separately  from  Customs  receipts,  and  trans¬ 
mit  the  usual  bank  draft  to  this  Department  attached  to  the  statement.  Certificates 
of  inspection  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  in  book  form,  and  issued  to  inspectors 
from  this  Department.  Inspectors  shall  return  unused  and  defaced  ones  at  the  end 
of  the  season.  The  stubs  in  the  office  shall  be  filled  in  from  the  inspectors’  monthly 
reports.  Inspectors’  reports  shall  be  checked  by  collectors’  reports  and  both  along 
with  the  bank  drafts,  and  a  summary  of  the  whole  fees  certified  by  the  Deputy 
Minister  of  Marine  and  the  accountant,  transmitted  to  you. 

With  regard  to  certificates  issued  to  steamboat  engineers  and  masters  and  mates, 
the  matter  is  much  simpler.  Engineers’,  masters’  and  mates’  certificates  are  issued 
direct  from  this  Department  in  the  following  manner,  viz.  :  An  applicant  applies  to 
an  examiner,  who  examines  him,  and  as  a  rule  retains  the  fee  till  the  end  of  the 
quarter.  The  examiner  forwards  a  form  to  the  Department,  which  is  examined  and 
the  certificate  issued  from  here.  When  the  examiners  send  in  their  statements  and 
deposit  receipts,  the  statements  are  checked  by  the  record  of  the  certificates  issued. 
If  you  prefer  it,  the  examiners  can  make  their  returns  monthly,  as  at  present  in  some 
cases  where  the  examinations  are  few  the  examiners  remit  the  draft  and  receipt, 
along  with  the  application  papers.  To  enable  you  to  audit  these  two  branches  of 
the  public  revenue,  I  propose  giving  you  either  a  monthly  or  quarterly  statement,  as 
2— 4**** 
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you  may  elect,  of  the  certificates  issued  from  hare,  to  which  will  be  attached  bank 
drafts  and  triplicate  receipts  accounting  for  the  whole. 

As  regards  the  current  fiscal  year,  I  will  furnish  you  a  statement  of  the  certifi¬ 
cates  issued  to  engineers,  masters  and  mates  up  to  the  3hst  December,  along 
with  the  receipts  and  drafts  for  the  money  collected  and  deposited  for  the  present 
quarter,  and  a  statement  showing  the  draits  which  have  already  been  forwarded 
you  since  the  1st  July  last,  and  if  you  prefer  monthly  returns  I  will  forward  you 
monthly  statements  from  the  1st  January  next.  As  the  steamboat  inspection  returns 
are  to  be  made  monthly,  f  am  of  opinion  that  returns  for  engineers  and  masters  and 
mates  certificates  had  better  be  mace  monthly  also. 

I  trust  that  the  plan  which  I  propose,  in  regard  to  the  steamboat  inspection  and 
tonnage  dues,  will  meet  with  your  approval,  38  it  appears  to  be  simple,  and  sufficient 
to  enable  an  efficient  audit  to  be  made.

Sift, —  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2nd  inst.,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the 
23rd  July  previous,  in  connection  with  the  examination  and  audit  of  steamboat 
inspection  and  other  revenue  accounts. 

1  may  state  here,  that  the  regulations  which  I  prepared  were  based  on  the 
existing  plan  of  collection  and  accounting  for  same  followed  by  the  Customs  officers. 
In  your  reply,  you  propose  to  change  these  regulations  by  having  the  Customs  offi¬ 
cers  report  directly  to  your  Department.  To  this  I  see  no  objection,  as  far  as  it 
concerns  this  office,  but  it  is  a  subject  of  arrangement  between  yourself,  the  Customs 
Deportment  and  the  Treasury  Board.  But  I  do  think  your  proposal,  that  the  collec¬ 
tors  should  hold  the  fees  and  dues  until  the  end  of  the  month,  is  very  objectionable, 
and  that  the  present  plan  of  a  daily  deposit  should  be  adhered  to.  Would  it  not  suit 
your  purpose  if  the  Customs  Department  were  to  transmit  the  duplicates  to  your 
Department,  sending  the  triplicates  to  the  Deceiver  General  as  at  present. 

With  reference  to  your  suggestions  as  to  fees  from  steamboat  engineers  and 
masters  and  mates,  I  would  say  that  the  examiners  should  deposit  immediately  after 
each  examination,  and  that  the  deposit  receipts  should  be  forwarded  by  your  Depart¬ 
ment,  as  they  are  now,  once  a  month.  The  corresponding  statements  and  vouchers 
need  not  necessarily  accompany  the  receipts,  but  should  be  forwarded  as  soon  as 
possible  afterwards,  I  would  request  your  early  attention  to  this  subject.

Sir, — With  further  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  23rd  July  last,  relative  to  a 
plan  for  the  better  auditing  of  the  fees  and  dues  received  in  connection  with  steam- 
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boat  Inspection,  I  beg  leave  now  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
10th  instant,  and  in  reply  have  to  inform  you  that  after  consulting  with  Mr. 
Parmeleo  of  the  Customs  Department  I  think  that  it  will  be  preferable  to  allow  the 
existing  practice  of  making  daily  deposits  of  the  fees  to  continue,  and  as  a  specifica¬ 
tion  of  the  amounts  deposited  by  each  collector  on  account  of  the  different  revenues, 
accompanies  the  deposit  receipt,  there  exists  no  necessity  for  a  special  deposit  of 
inspection  fees.  As  the  deposit  receipts  received  daily  by  the  Customs  Department 
are  sent  daily  to  you,  and  as  statements  in  detail  of  the  fees  and  dues  received  from 
this  source  of  revenue,  made  by  the  collectors  of  Customs  and  the  end  of  each  month, 
giving  the  name  of  the  vessel,  her  gross  tonnage,  the  amount  paid  and  the  date  of 
inspection,  are  forwarded  monthly  to  you  through  the  Customs  Department,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  only  requisite  to  enable  your  Department  to  make  a  satisfactory 
audit  of  the  fees  and  duos  received  on  account  of  steamboat  inspection  is,  that  steam¬ 
boat  inspectors  be  required  to  furnish  monthly  statements  of  the  certificatas  of 
inspection  issued,  and  that  the  statements  may  be  forwarded  to  you  through  this 
Department  as  soon  as  received.  I  therefore  suggest  the  following  amended  plan 
for  your  consideration:  —  Certificates  of  inspection  should  be  consecutively  numbered 
and  issued  in  quantities  from  the  Department  to  the  inspectors.  Inspectors  should 
account  for  the  certificates  at  the  end  of  the  season.  Inspectors  should  make  monthly 
statements  of  the  certificates  issued  by  them  ;  these  statements  should  be  forwarded  to 
you  through  this  Department,  and  should  contain  the  following  particulars,  viz. : — 
Date  of  inspection,  No.  of  certificate,  when  issued,  name  of  vessel,  gross  tonnage, 
inspection  fee,  tonnage  dues,  date  on  which  paid,  port  at  which  paid.  Collectors  of 
Customs  should  continue  the  present  practice  of  making  daily  deposits,  specifying  the 
amount  which  belongs  to  steamboat  inspection.  Triplicate  receipts  should  be  for¬ 
warded  to  you  daily  by  the  Customs  Department.  Collectors  of  Customs  should 
continue  their  monthly  statements,  giving  the  name  of  the  vessel,  gross  tonnage, 
amount  of  fees,  amount  of  dues  and  date  of  inspection.  Customs  Department  should 
continue  the  transmission  of  these  statements  to  your  Department. 

With  regard  to  engineers’  certificates  and  certificates  to  masters  and  mates,  I 
have  embodied  your  suggestions  of  the  10th  inst.  in  the  following  plan  : — Sxaminers 
should  deposit  the  fees  at  the  conclusion  of  each  examination.  Examiners  should 
retain  the  bank  receipts  until  the  end  of  the  current  month,  and  then  attach  them  to 
a  statement  showing  the  dale  of  examination,  names  of  applicants,  rank  for  which 
passed,  and  amount  of  fee.  Statement  also  should  show  same  particulars  of  appli¬ 
cants  who  paid  the  fee  but  failed  to  pass.  Examiners’  monthly  statements,  with 
bank  receipts  attached,  should  be  checked  by  the  record  in  this  office  and  forwarded 
monthly  to  your  Department.

You  now  propose :  (1.)  That  the  deposit  receipts  should  be  passed  to  account 
daily  by  the  Customs  Department  as  at  present.  (2.)  That  the  Customs  Department 
should  forward  to  this  office  the  statements  rendered  by  their  collectors,  (3  )  That 
your  Department  should  transmit  to  this  office  the  statements  rendered  by  the 
inspectors. 

As  it  is  incumbent  on  each  Department  to  examine  all  accounts  in  the  first 
instance  and  be  responsible  for  their  correctness,  I  am  still  of  opinion  that  these 
statements  should  be  transmitted  by  the  Customs  Department  to  your  Department, 
and  examined,  compared  with  inspectors’  statements,  and  certified :  as  specified  in 
my  letter  of  the  23rd  July  last. 

The  Customs  Department,  when  sending  statements  of  Customs  revenue  apper¬ 
taining  to  1886-87,  included  some  statements  covering  steamboat  inspection  for  that 
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year.  I  mention  this  as  you  seem  to  be  under  the  impression  that  these  statements 
are  received  regularly  at  this  office  each  month.

Sir, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  October  last,  in  regard  to  the 
means  adopted  by  this  Department  to  secure  the  collection  of  the  revenue  under  its 
control,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  as  follows  :  The  moneys  received  by  the  several 
agents  of  the  Department  in  the  North-West  on  account  of  Dominion  lands  are 
deposited  by  them  in  a  local  bank  in  all  cases  where  there  is  in  the  locality  a  branch 
of  one  of  the  chartered  banks  of  Canada,  to  the  credit  of  the  Eeceiver  General,  and 
the  bank  receipts  are  forwarded  to  the  head  office.  Each  agent  makes  weekly 
returns  to  the  head  office  and  to  the  Commissioner’s  office  of  the  transactions  of  his 
office,  giving  a  statement  of  all  moneys  due  and  paid  in.  An  account  is  opened 
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with  him  in  the  books  of  the  head  office,  in  which  he  is  debited  with  the  amounts 
shown  by  his  return  to  be  due  and  to  have  been  received  by  him,  and  credited  with 
the  amounts  for  which  bank  receipts  are  Jyled.  By  comparing  the  debit  and  credit 
sides  of  this  account  with  each  other,  and  with  the  reports  of  the  Inspector  of 
Dominion  lands  agencies,  who  visits  each  agency  on  an  average  once  in  every  three 
months,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  books  and  accounts,  the  Department  is  in 
a  position  to  know  whether  the  agent  has  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Deceiver 
General  alt  the  moneys  which  have  been  paid  into  his  hands. 

The  books  in  connection  with  the  Ordnance  and  Admiralty  Lands  Branch  of 
the  Department  are  all  kept  at  the  head  office,  and  tenants  and  purchasers  are 
notified  of  the  amounts  due  by  them.  Such  amounts  are  paid  either  into  a  local 
bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General,  in  which  case  the  bank  receipts  are  for¬ 
warded  to  the  head  office,  in  the  way  already  described,  or  directly  into  the  head 
office. 

All  moneys  which  may  be  paid  into  the  head  office  on  account  of  Dominion  or 
Ordnance  lands,  are  deposited  by  the  accountant  of  the  Department  in  the  Bank  of 
Montreal  at  Ottawa,  to  the  credit  of  the  Deceiver  General,  the  account  of  the  located 
agent  is  credited  with  the  deposit,  and  he  is  always  so  informed.  Any  further  or 
fuller  information  you  may  require,  I  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  you.

Sir, —  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  27th 
ultimo,  and  in  reply  to  your  enquiries  beg  to  state  : — 

1.  Where  there  is  a  local  bank,  agents  make  their  deposits  to  the  credit  of  the 
Deceiver  General  every  day  as  a  general  rule,  but  not  less  frequently  than  once  a 
week  in  any  ease.  If  the  amounts  are  small  once  a  week  is  quite  sufficient. 

2.  Tho  expression  “  due  and  paid  ”  is  used  because  in  a  great  many  cases  pay¬ 
ments  are  due,  especially  upon  the  pre  emptions  of  actual  settlers,  which  are  not 
paid  ;  and  it  is  an  instruction  from  the  Department  to  all  local  agents  not  to  press 
unduly  for  the  payment  of  pre-emptions,  especially  in  the  case  of  a  settler  who  is  in 
bond  fide  occupation  of  his  homestead. 

3.  Payments  made  in  person  at  the  head  office  are  invariably  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  Receiver  General  in  a  bank  by  the  payer,  and  the  receipts  are  handed 
to  the  Accountant.  Almost  the  only  cash  payments  received  here  are  those  trans¬ 
mitted  by  registered  letter  from  places  where  there  are  no  local  banking  facilities, 
and  where  the  payer  thinks  it  is  safer  to  remit  direct  to  the  Department  through 
the  Post  Office.

A  statement  of  all  scrip  outstanding  on  the 
1st  January,  giving  denomination,  date  of  issue  number.  I  should  also  be  notified  of 
any  further  issue  of  scrip.  (4.)  A  report  to  be  made  by  the  inspector  on  each  visit 
to  an  agency,  and  this  report  should  state,  in  addition  to  any  other  information  he 
may  deem  fit  to  give,  the  balance  shown  by  the  agent’s  book’s  on  the  date  of  the 
inspection,  and  on  the  last  day  of  the  previous  month.  (5.)  A  list  of  any  agents  or 
collectors  in  arrears,  with  the  amounts.

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  ultimo  on  the  subject  of  the  audit  of 
revenue  accounts,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  only  revenue  accounts  which 
come  under  the  control  of  this  Department  are  those  connected  with  the  collection 
of  rents  from  military  propert  eg,  and  payments  made  into  the  public  treasury  for 
purchase  of  extra  ammunition,  clothing  or  military  stores. 

1.  The  Collection  of  Rent. — A  ledger  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  director  of  stores, 
in  which  an  account  is  opened  with  each  individual  holding  a  lease  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  military  properties.  When  payments  are  made  for  rents  the  amounts  are 
invariably  made  by  deposit  receipts  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General,  or  by  post 
office  order,  and  are  duly  credited  to  each  account,  a  record  being  kept  in  the  deposit 
receipt  book ;  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  the  total  amount  received  for  rents  during 
the  year  is  suown  in  the  annual  report  of  the  director  of  stores,  as  also  the  amount 
duo  for  rents  in  arrears. 

2.  Purchase  of  Ammunition. — The  sale  of  ammunition  is  provided  for  by  Regu¬ 
lations  and  Orders  for  the  Militia,  paragraphs  43 1  and  432,  and  approved  by  Order  in 
Council  dated  17th  December,  1883,  in  accordance  with  the  96th  sec.  of  the  Act  46 
Yict.Chap.il.  R.  and  O.  par.  431 — “Officers  in  command  of  corps  who  may 
require  extra  small  arm  ammunition  are  informed  that  the  price  of  Snider- Enfield 
hall  ammunition  is  $10  per  1,000  rounds,  provided  the  ammunition  is  received  by  the 
purchaser  at  the  magazine  and  removed  in  boxes  supplied  at  his  expense  ;  no  quan¬ 
tities  less  than  500  rounds  will  be  sold.”  R.  and  O.,  par.  432 — “  Such  extra  ammuni¬ 
tion  may  be  obtained  in  N.  S.,  N.  3. ,  P.  E.  I.,  Man.,  and  B  C.,  on  application  to  the 
deputy  adjutants-general  at  Halifax,  St.  John,  Charlottetown,  Winnipeg  and  Victoria, 
B.C.,  respectively — in  Ontario  and  Quebec  on  application  direct  to  headquarters 
and  payment  therefor,  in  all  cases,  is  to  bo  made  by  depositing  the  money  in  the 
Bank  of  Montreal  or  other  chartered  bank  in  which  Government  deposits  are  made 
to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General,  and  transmitting  the  certificate  of  deposit  for 
the  same  with  the  requisition  asking  for  the  issue  of  the  ammunition.” 

3.  Clothing  or  other  Military  Stores  required  from  time  to  time  to  complete 
deficiencies  from  losses,  when  required  by  officers  of  militia,  are  issued  on  repayment 
apon  approved  requisition,  payment  for  the  same  being  made  by  deposit  receipt  ta 
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the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General,  under  similar  regulations  as  provided  for  the- 
purchase  of  ammunition,  R.  and  O.  par  948,  provides  for  the  annual  inspection  of 
all  stores  in  Militia  charge  in  each  Military  District,  during  the  month  of  January  in 
each  year.  R.  and  O.,  par.  949,  provides  that,  in  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick,  boards  of  survey  shall  be  composed  of  the  Deputy  Adjutant  General, 
the  Brigade  Major  and  the  Inspector  or  Asst.  Inspector  of  Artillery,  as  the  case  may 
be,  for  each  Province.  R.  and  O  ,  par.  967,  provides  that  obsolete  or  unserviceable 
stores  are  to  be  disposed  of  as  condemned  by  such  boards ;  when  approved  of  by  the 
Minister  of  Militia,  all  condemned  stores  are  sold  by  public  auction.  When  this  is 
done  the  auctioneer  renders  an  account  of  sales,  showing  the  net  proceeds,  which  is 
forwarded  to  headquarters  with  a  deposit  receipt,  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General 
for  the  amount. 

All  deposit  receipts  received  by  the  store  branch  are  regularly  entered  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose;  copies  of  such  deposit  receipts,  after  being  recorded,  are  re¬ 
gularly  forwarded  to  the  accountant  of  the  Department,  who  again  enters  them  in 
that  branch,  prior  to  transmission  to  the  Finance  Department  with  the  usual  state¬ 
ment,  showing  the  respective  services  to  which  the  receipts  have  been  credited.  A 
full  detailed  statement  of  all  deposit  receipts  received  as  above  is  published,  in  tabular 
form,  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Militia  Department  in  each  year. 

In  view  of  the  above,  it  is  submitted  that  should  it  be  considered  desirable  to 
make  any  change  in  the  mode  at  present  in  operation,  in  this  Department,  for  the 
purpose  of  audit,  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  suggestion  you  may  be  pleased  to  offer 
in  respect  to  the  revenue  account.

Sir, —  [n  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  ultimo,  relative  to  regulations  for  the 
collection  of  and  accounting  tor  the  revonue  under  control  of  this  Department.  1 
have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  such  revenue  consists  almost  entirely  of  fees 
upon  applications  for  Incorporation  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  under  the  Canada 
Joint  Stock  Companies  Act,  1^77,  and  upon  commissions  issued  to  public  officers* 
exemplifications  of  patents,  certificates  of  legalization,  passports,  certified  copies  of 
documents,  and  searches  imposed  under  authority  of  Order  in  Council. 

In  order  to  secure  collection,  it  is  a  strict  rule  that  no  such  instrument  or  docu¬ 
ment  shall  leave  the  Department  until  the  fee  upon  the  same  shall  have  been  re¬ 
ceived.  With  regard  to  the  account  and  deposit  of  such  fees,  every  amount  is 
entered  in  a  cash  book,  and  a  printed  and  numbered  receipt  given  therefor,  deposit- 
being  made  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  whenever  the  total  sum  reaches  twenty-five 
dollars  or  over  and  the  usual  triplicate  receipts  taken  for  the  same,  one  of  which  is 
sent  to  the  Receiver  General,  the  other  being  placed  on  record  in  this  Department, — 
all  moneys  being  in  the  meantime  retained  in  my  personal  custody.  A  statement  in 
detail  of  the  receipts  and  deposits,  being  a  copy  of  the  cash  book,  is  transmitted  to 
you  monthly  at  the  close  of  each  month.  These  regulations  are  in  accordance  with 
suggestions  in  your  letter  of  the  24th  November,  1885,  and  have  been  in  force  since- 
the  first  of  March  last.

In  respect  of  the  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General,  of  examination 
fees,  the  Board  are  governed  by  the  letter  of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy.  I  may, 
however,  say  that  the  Board  have  not  withheld  the  fees  of  one  examination  until 
after  the  next  one  was  over,  but  have  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General, 
m  part  before,  and  in  part  shortly  after,  each  examination,  the  fees  of  the  candidates 
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id  attendance,  reserving  only  those  of  the  few  persons  who  bad  been  unable  to  come 
in  order  to  repay  said  tees,  or  to  apply  them  to  future  examinations,  as  the  parties 
might  think  fit,  and  as  they  had  and  have  the  admitted  right  to  determine. 

I  may,  however,  say  that  as  a  great  deal  of  inconvenience  and  unpleasantness 
has  attended  the  collection  of  fees  beforehand,  the  Board  intend  hereafter  to  take 
them  at  the  Entrance  examination  (as  they  have  always  done  at  the  examinations 
tor  Promotion)  from  the  candidates  present — the  only  ones  in  fact  from  whom  we 
have  a  legal  right  to  ask  them.

Sir, —  Eeferring  to  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.,  I  beg  leave  to  report,  that  this 
Beard  is  made  subject,  by  law,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  therefore  is  under 
obligation  to  conduct  its  operations  in  conformity  with  his  instructions.  The  only 
instructions  received  from  that  Minister  respecting  the  collection  and  deposit  of 
examination  fees,  were  contained  in  the  letter  of  which  1  sent  you  a  copy,  and  if  you 
will  compare  it  with  jours  of  25th  February,  you  will  find  that  both  cannot  be  com¬ 
plied  with. 

I  may  add  that  wishing  to  treat  your  letters  with  due  respect,  I  purposely  con¬ 
sulted  the  Secretary  cf  State  as  to  our  duty  in  the  premises,  and  was  informed  that  any 
proposition  to  interfere  with  the  procedures  of  the  Board,  must  first  obtain  his  ccn- 
euirerce,  and  that  without  it,  the  Board  aie  not  at  liberty  to  make  any  material 
changes. 

The  Board  intend  hereafter  to  collect  the  fees  lrom  the  candidates  present  at  the 
examinations,  so  that  the  whole  amount  will  be  received  in  one  day.

“  C,”  and  “D";  each  series  numbered  consecutively  throughout  from  1  up ;  and 
when  they  are  issued  you  will  be  furnished  with  a  statement  of  the  agents  to  whom 
they  have  been  issued,  showing  the  first  and  last  number  of  each  book  so  issued,  and 
a  monthly  statement  thereafter  of  subsequent  issues  of  such  receipt  books,  or,  if  no 
issues  have  been  made,  a  “  nil  ”  return . 

An  Inspector  does  not  visit  Indian  agencies  in  Ontario,  Quebec,  or  the  Maritime 
Provinces  at  stated  intervals,  but  on  such  occasions  only  as  may  be  considered  proper 
by  the  Department,  and  on  those  occasions  you  will  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  his 
report  showing  any  unpaid  balance  of  revenue  which  may,  at  the  date  of  inspection, 
appear  on  the  agent’s  books,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  on  the  last  day  of  the  previous 
month. 

The  regulations  of  the  Department  require  agents  to  remit  all  their  collections 
to  the  Department  once  each  month;  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  remittances  are  in 
the  form  of  certificates  of  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General,  but  at  some 
remote  agencies  where  there  are  no  banking  facilities,  payments  are  made  in  cash, 
which  are  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Receiver  General  on  account  of  Indian  Funds 
in  Ottawa,  while  the  receipts  granted  to  the  payer  would  be  signed  by  the  agent . 
In  some  cases  moneys  are  remitted  to  the  Department  direct  by  purchasers  of  land, 
or  timber,  and  in  such  cases  a  receipt  will  issue  from  the  Department;  the 
numbers  of  the  receipt  books  used  by  the  Department  for  this  purpose  will  be 
communicated. 

At  the  foot  of  each  statement  submitted  to  you  of  moneys  collected  will  be  ap¬ 
pended  a  certificate  by  the  examiner  in  the  following  form  : — 
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“  I  certify  that  this  account  has  been  examined  by  this  Department;  that  it  is 
“arithmetically  correct;  that  it  shows  the  amount  deposited  to  the  credit  of 
“  the  Eeceiver  General,  and  the  sums  collected  were  amounts  which  should  have 
“  been  collected.” 

May  I  suggest  that  with  a  view  to  making  the  use  of  these  receipts  obligatory 
not  only  by  an  agent  but  also  by  a  payer  that  the  widest  publicity  to  the  system  to 
be  adopted  should  be  given  through  the  medium  of  the  press  by  the  publication  of 
an  order  of  the  Treasury  Board  or  otherwise,  and  that,  as  soon  as  may  be  possible,  it 
should  be  enacted  that  any  public  officer  failing  to  give  an  official  receipt  for  moneys 
paid  to  him  on  Government  account  should  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  that 
any  person  paying  money  to  such  officer  on  behalf  of  the  Government  and  failing  to 
exact  such  official  receipt  should,  in  the  event  of  loss,  have  no  recourse  against  the 
Government  on  account  of  such  loss.

Sir, — I  have  your  favor  of  the  27th  ult.,  with  statements  in  reply  to  my  letters 
in  reference  to  audit  and  examination  of  the  fees,  &c.,  collected  by  you. 

I  observe,  from  an  examination  of  the  statements,  that  the  balance  on  hand, 
30th  June,  was  $17.80,  and  the  receipts  during  the  year  were  $2,953.24,  making 
$2,971.04;  out  of  which  you  made  outlay  for  advertising,  reporting  Private  Bills 
and  reporting  commissions,  amounting  to  $1,823  30,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand,  30th 
January,  1887,  of  $1,147.74. 

I  would  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  section  27,  Consolidated  Statutes,  which 
directs  that  the  gross  revenues  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance  and  Receiver  General,  in  some  bank  authorized  to  receive  public  moneys ; 
and  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  be  good  enough  to  do  so  in  future.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  the  balance  on  hand,  30th  June  last,  $1,147.74,  and  any  sums  since  received, 
should  be  deposited  at  once. 

The  outlay  which  you  have  been  accustomed  to  make  out  of  these  receipts 
should  be  made  by  you  in  the  first  place  through  your  ordinary  letter  of  credit. 
When  making  returns  of  the  letter  of  credit  cheques  drawn  during  any  month  you 
could  specify  those  for  advertising  and  reporting  Private  Bills,  and  the  amount  will 
be  placed  as  a  charge  against  casual  revenue,  to  which  these  fees  will  be  credited. 

The  expenses  in  connection  with  commissions  are,  in  my  opinion,  properly 
chargeable  to  the  grant  for  Senate.
